To determine whether legislation is 
benefltting the public health we must 
ask not whether the death rate is nat- 
urally low to begin with, but whether 
it is being lowered. In New Zealand 
the infant death rate dropped faster 
before women had the vote than there- 
after. Furthermore, New Zealand did 
not pass the most . important legisla- 
tion bearing on this matter, the Noti- 
fication of Births, until fourteen years 
after it had woman suffruge; and that 
Act was modelled upon one passed in 
male suffrage England. In this coun- 
try, no woman suffrage city can show 
so largo a lowering of the infant mor- 
tality rate as the male suffrage cities 
of New York and Boston. 

Question 4. If it increases divorce, 
why did Colorado grant 936 divorces 
the year before women were given the 
ballot and only 697 the year after? 

If it does not increase divorce why 
should Colorado have 409 divorces to 
every 100,000 of married population, 
while Nebraska, an adjoining male suf- 
frage state has only 226? Why should 
the divorce rate per 100,000 of mar- 
ried population in Washington be 613, 
in Colorado 409, in Idaho 347, in Ore- 
gon 368, in Wyoming 361, while in 
Missouri, where suffrage was recently 
overwhelmingly defeated, it is only 
281, in South Dakota only 270, and 
North Dakota 268? 

Question 6. If it is demoralizing, 
why did only 62 out of 624 ministers 
and editors in the suffrage states re- 
plying to Julia Ward Howe’s letter of 
inquiry give an unfavorable opinion? 

There were in 1910, when Mrs. 
Howe's inquiry was made, about 700 
editors in the suffrage states and 771 
clergymen in the five denominations — 
Methodist, Baptist, Presbyterian, Con- 
gregational, and Episcopalian — to 
whom her letter was sent. Out of 
these 1441, only 36 per cent were will- 
ing to be recorded as favoring suffrage. 
65 per cent w’ere either opposed or too 
indifferent to reply. Under these cir- 
cumstances why should it be assumed 
that a majority favored woman suf- 
frage? It is significant that Mrs. Howe 
did not desire the opinion of the Ro- 
man Catholic clergy. 

Question 6. If the majority of wo- 
men are opposed, why bave only about 
1 per cent of the women in the United 
States joined the widely advertised na- 
tional association opposed to woman 
suffrage, according to that associa- 
tion’s own figures? 

We maintain that the vast majority 
are either opposed to woman suffrage 
or totally indifferent to the question.

Interesting Event at the Church of the 
Redeemer, Chestnut Hill 


The new church edlflcQof the Church 
of the Redeemer (Episcopal) at Chest- 
nut. Hill was dedicated Sunday by Bis- 
hop William Lawrence in the presence 
of a large congregation. The BiBhop 
was assisted by Rev. Luclcn W. Rog- 
ers, who has bad charge of the parish, 
for the last three years.

The new church replaces the wood- 
en structure, which was built nearly 
twenty-four years ago as a free-will 
offering of tho late Mrs. Augustus Lo- 
well, in w’hose memory mural tab- 
lets are now being placed in position. 

The new church was designed by 
Mr. Henry Vaughan of this city, whose 
work, exemplified in the Groton School 
Chapel and the chapel of St. Paul’s 
School, Concord, and the two famous 
chapels in the Cathedral of St. John, 
the Divine, New York, Is well known 
to admirers of this style of architec- 
ture. 

The spirit of the design is the four- 
teenth century English Gothic, with 
a deep chancel, at the right of which 
is a small chapel for early morning 
and Lenten service. The outer walls 
are of local stone and the interior 
woodwork is of dark oak. Below’ the 
church proper is a large sun-lighted

The following interesting talk on 
Shad** Trees was given last week be- 
fore the Newton Improvement. Asso- 
ciation hy Mrs Fred H. Tucker of 
Church street. 

People are coming more and more 
to realize that trees have a distinct- 
ly human Interest. We do not raise 
and care for trees for their own flak' 1 , 
any more than other crops or than do- 
mestic animals. The economic value 
of forests or trees in Massachusetts 
is plain for it is hard to see how civi- 
lization could be maintained without 
wood, and there are less obvious for- 
est. functions of probably equal im- 
portance. 

The economic value of shade trees 
however Is harder to estimate. How 
much do good shade trees increase the! 
value of the dwellings before 
which they stand? What is it 
worth to a city to keep its 
streets planted with well cared 
for trees of good species What 
is the market value of everyday beau- 
ty, comfort and spiritual appeal? Va- 
rious attempts have been made to es- 
timate these assets with the result 
that street trees are said to Increase 
the value of residential property from 
50 per cent downward according to 
the trees, the locality and other con- 
siderations. An apparently conserva- 
tive estimate recently made of the 
shade trees of New Jersey puts their 
value at $17,000,000. 

Now if shade trees really are worth 
so much as this just in mere dollars; 
and cents, would it not seem at least 
good business to provide as carefully 
for their establishment, protection, 
and repair as for the houses whose 
value they enhance? Instead of that 
it is common enough to see attractive 
houses in good repair behind street 
trees in every stage of dilapidation, or 
perhaps no trees at all. To many peo- 
ple a tree is a tree, little matter what 
its kind or condition so long as it 
puts forth a fair amount of foliage and 
is not too visibly infested with insects. 
Besides a house belongs to an individ- 
ual, sometimes an absentee, while the 
street trees belong to the whole pub- 
lic. If a citizen is discriminating 
enough to know that the trees before 
his house want repairing or that more 
trees are needed it is not only hard for 
him to secure that share of the gen- 
eral appropriation but the question of 
what to do so as to do it right may 
finally involve changing tree condi- 
tions all along the street. 

In order therefore to secure proper 
planting and care of street trees 
throughout a town or city with an 
equitable apportionment of the appro-

priatlon it is necessary to have a com- 
prehensive and unified plan made by 
an expert and carried out under his 
management To this end a tree cen- 
sus must be taken. This census tab- 
ulates the location, species, size, con- 
dition and needs of every tree, witli> 
its relation to other trees and to gen- 
eral surroundings. To this data are 
added from time to time records ot 
work done or changes made. Such a 
census of the street trees of Newton 
has just been taken hy our Forest 
Commissioner, Mr. Colton, as a basis 
for systematic work so far as possible. 

Of all the evils which afflict trees 
perhaps wounds cause more mischief 
than everything else together. If the 
bark of a tree, which is its protection, 
could be kept perfectly whole through- 
out root, trunk, branch and twig it 
would be virtually Immune to fungus 
spores and to large classes of insect 
enemies and would by this very fact 
have the vigor to resist other ills. Yet 
how lightly are these wounds regard- 
ed. Often they are not even noticed. 
Wheels and lawn mowers tear the 
bark and horses gnaw it; branches are 
pruned with no regard to healing con- 
ditions or are broken off by storms 
or ice. Electric wires cause most 
serious damage to trees through which 
they pass and the cutting of brown 
tail nests has caused much injury and 
disfigurement to which we can be rec- 
onciled only as the lesser evil, while 
roots are cut back often to the point 
of destruction for sidewalks and pav- 
ing 

How to bring about better condi- 
tions is a complex problem. Further 
injury to tree trunks should be pre- 
vented by proper guards upon all ex- 
posed trees. Comparatively few trees 
in Newton have guards and most of 
these guards are poor or poorly set 
up so that the trunks are more injured 
by them than protected. Damage from 
wires is a matter for firm and per- 
sistent adjustment with the Electric 
Companies. All mutilated trees that 
are worth saving need immediate treat- 
ment. Each tree is a separate prob- 
lem requiring expert skill and judg- 
ment. Small wounds as well as large 
ones need treatment. Trees that are 
a menace because of weakness or dis- 
ease should be removed and a campaign 
of tree planting should be carried on 
which would in a few years transform 
the street conditions of Newton. This 
planting, like tree repair, requires the 
utmost skill and judgment both for 
selecting proper species for a given 
locality and for surmounting the diffi- 
culties of our city streets most of 
which are as ill adapted as possible 
for the accommodation of trees. But 
there is one simple requirement which 
can always be met — with incidentally 
a great saving of expense — but which 
is nevertheless usually disregarded. 
This is proper spacing. Street trees 
should with few exceptions be plant- 
ed at least 40 or 50 feet apart, seldom 
less than 50 feet.

A letter alleging the existence of 
immorality in our High Schools, writ- 
ten by a woman who ought to have 
known better, and its publication by 
a newspaper which ought to have used 
more discretion, have given this city 
considerable undesirable notoriety 
during the past week. The rumors of 
Immorality at the High School are not 
now and the editor of the GRAPHIC 
has undertaken several times to inves- 
tigate the subject but could find no 
substantial basis for them. It is prob- 
ably true that in a body of nearly 
2000 young people, there are some 
whose standards of living and of mor- 
als art* not as high as the great major- 
ity of the pupils, but such facts do not 
justify the general statement that im- 
morality exists in the school. Super- 
vision of the pupils while in the school 
appears to be sufficient, and if par- 
ents would take some care over their 
■children, while on their way to and 
from the school, watching over their 
companions, preventing the girls from 
associating with boys whose habits 
are not of the best, and in general, 
exercising the ordinary duties of par- 
ents, there will be but little danger 
of a repetition of this unfortunate af- 
fair. 

The declination of Mr. Allan C. Em- 
ery to serve again as president of the 
Newton Y. M. C. A. is a matter of deep 
regret to all who are aware of Mr.

NEW CHURCH DEDICATED

Sunday school room, and a large, well 
arranged nnd equipped choir room. 
Off the corridor adjoining the chancel 
are the altar guild’s room nnd the rec- 
tor's study. 

The organ nnd the beautifully enrv- 
od oak reredos, nltnr nnd pulpit were 
the gifts of the family of the late John 
G. Wright, for several years a senior 
warden of the parish. 

Over the morning chnpol is the or- 
gan, designed especially for this 
church by Kimball, Smnllmnn & Frn- 
zee, which critics have pronounced 
one of the finest In the country. 

The site for the new structure was 
the gift of the late John Gordon 
Wright; his son-in-law, Mr. Andrew 
Ad’o, gave the chancel nnd an import- 
ed chnncel window intended ns a me- 
morial of Mr. Wright, and the widow, 
Mrs. Wright, presented the organ. The 
window was designed and executed by 
C. M. Kempc & Co. of London, and 
measures 21 feet in height by 18 feet 
in width. The figures of the Madonna 
and Child appear in the centre of the 
composition, the Madonna being sealed 
within a richly colored canopy, with 
landscape scenes on each side. 

The ideas of the donor, who wished 
to set forth the consecration of fam- 
ily life, are represented by surround- 
ing the central figures with the fig- 
ures of those with whom Jesus may 
have been intimately associated in His 
childhood, St. Joseph upon the left 
hand of the Madonna, and Joachim 
and Anna, her father and mother, upon 
her right hand. Her cousin, Elizabeth, 
with her husband, Zachnrais, and their 
son, St. John the Baptist, also appear, 
and among others represented are St. 
Mary Cleophas, the mother of James 
and Jude, nnd Mary Salome, with the 
sons of Zebedee, James and John. 

The motif is carried still farther by 
the placing of such Old Testament 
fathers and mothers as Abraham, Ra- 
chel, Hannah, Samuel, David and oth- 
ers in the wings of the tryptych. Ap- 
propriate Scriptural citations are 
placed upon the scrolls carried by an- 
gels in the upper portion of th^, cen- 
tral division. 

The cornerstone was laid last No- 
vember and the structure which cost 
$125,000 is entirely free from debt. 
The seating capacity of the church is 
350. At some day in the future a clois- 
ter and tower will be built at the east 
entrance.

"1 never heard a reason urged 
against woman suffrage that was 
worth considering, or was not an in- 
sult to the understanding of a very 
small boy” said Ex Governor John D. 
Long of Massachusetts in an inter- 
view at his home in Hingham last 
week. “Right! Of course it is right, 
and everybody knows it. And when in 
the history of the world has it been 
found that what is right is inexpedi- 
ent? Think of arguing with a sober 
man against a man whose brains are 
reduced to such a minimum that he 
solemnly asserts a woman should not 
vote because she cannot fight. I^et us 
be honest and admit what we all know, 
that the real reason why the right is 
denied to women is because there is 
just trace enough of ancient barbarism 
lingering in our civilization to bar 
them out. I have no more doubt of 
the ultimate voting of women than I 
have of the progress of the human 
soul, or than I have that, when that 
time comes, a more enlightened age 
will look back on our discrimination 
against one of the sexes in this re- 
spect as a relic of barbarism, a slow 
melting glacier of barbarism and pre- 
judice. I want to he on record as hav 
ing melted out early, or rather as hav 
ing never been frozen in.”

VOTES TO WOMEN A FAILURE 

Woman suffrage has proved such a 
failure In the State of Washington 
that thousands of those who helped to 
adopt, it four years ago would today 
gladly vote for a return to male suf- 
frage If given the opportunity, ac- 
cording to Judge W. H. Snell of Taco- 
ma, who Is staying at the Beacons 
field, Brookline, with his wife and 
family. 

Horry lie Voted Far It 

In an interview Judge Snell said: 

"I favored woman suffrage in Wash- 
ington and voted for it. But, in com- 
mon with thousands of others who 
looked at. the question as an abstract 
proposition, and hoped for the best, 

I am so greatly disappointed at the 
way it has worked out that I would 
today welcome an opportunity to vote 
for its withdrawal; and I believe if it 
were resubmitted to the people of 
Washington, and every man and wo- 
men of voting ago were compelled to 
vote upon it, woman suffrage would be 
defeated by an overwhelming major- 
ity. 

Many of us were led to support wo- 
man suffrage in Washington by the fa- 
miliar argument that it would tend to 
purify politics, and make for better 
government. But, after .four years of 
experience we are forced to conclude 
that it has done neither On the con- 
trary, it has simply added to the num- 
bers of those who can he used in the 
interest of corrupt politics, and has re- 
sulted in a hodge-podge of ill-digested, 
sentimental, socialistic legislation, 
which is a menace to the welfare of 
the State. 

“The suffragist theory is that wo- 
men are as much entitled to the ballot 
as men, but however this may be con- 
sidered in the abstract. I am now’ 
convinced that we should have done 
much better for the State of Washing- 
ton if, instead of extending the fran- 
chise to women, we had adopted a 
more restrictive franchise for men. 

“It is unquestionably true that many 
men have the privilege of the franchise 
who are clearly unfit to exercise it. 
This, however, as we have learned to 
our cost in Washington, is no reason 
for extending the suffrage to women. 
When we gave women^the vote we en- 
franchised the wife aind daughter w r ho 
were no more fit to cast the ballot than 
the unfit husband and father from 
whom the ballot should have been 
taken away. In other w’ords, we sim- 
ply added one wrong to another and 
called It a right. 

“In Washington we have found that 
the same motives which control men 
in their exercise of the franchise also 
control women. Women are hired to 
do political w’ork at so much per day, 
Just as men are hired, except that wo- 
men work cheaper. Women are actu- 
ated in their use of the ballot by the 
same selfish motives as men, and they 
look forward to securing political 
‘plums’ for themselves or relatives in 
return for their political Influence, Just 
as men do — and they get their reward, 
too. 

“Our experience with woman suf- 
frage in Washington is that women di- 
vide on public questions just as men 
divide, and when I say public ques- 
tions I mean to include moral ques- 
tions. And they are at least as incon- 
sistent and vacillating in their judg- 
ments as men. In Seattle the women 
tied up with the ministers and secured 
the recall of Hy Gill; and then, w’hen 
ho became a candidate for the same 
office at the next election women gave 
him their hearty support and elected 
him. 

With Saloon Elenitwit 

“In Tacoma the women tied up with 
the saloon element and secured the re- 
call of Mayor Fawcett, and then when 
he became a candidate for re-election 
they worked and votea Tor him and he 
was returned. 

“And just as in the case of men, 
there is an element among the women 
of Washington who do make a busi- 
ness of politics. And by business I 
mean mercenary and selfish business. 
They form political organizations, pass 
resolutions and present petitions for 
legislation, presuming to represent the 
women of the State, when as a matter 
of fact they are only a few busvbodies 
who represent but a small faction of 
the women of the State." — Boston 
Boat.

The portable house with Its 
extension piazza, which now stands up- 
on the Hospital grounds and is owned 
by the Federation, will be contributed 
for use ns a free dispensary for tu- 
berculosis patients nml a regular hos- 
pitnl built In the near future. The 
third effort, the dental clinic, Is nlso 
about to pass out from the Federa- 
tion’s direct management, the dentists 
who have been giving their services 
to the clinic having assumed it. until 
such time as there shall he a dental 
clinic for school children supported by 
the City, or a City Dentist, as we now 
have a City Physician. The Federa- 
tion will continue to provide money 
for It. 

The successful issue of these endeav- 
ors is directly due to the untiring ef- 
forts nml quiet persistency of the chair- 
man, Mrs. B. E. Taylor, and few who 
have not been directly associated with 
this work can ever realize all that It 
has meant.

The Seniors certainly have been 
lucky this ytar in having had for 
speakers a number of well known men 
who hud something interesting and 
worth while to say. Last Friday 
President Stickney introduced Mr. 
Walter Hapgood, Sporting Editor of 
tlie Boston Herald, who spoke on “Ath- 
letics.” The speaker said that the 
three games most rapidly growing in 
popularity are: tennis, golf and soc- 
cer football. Golf is believed to be one 
of the causes of the decrease in at- 
tendances at major league basebull 
games. Mr. Hapgood expressed his 
opinion that the colleges should allow 
summer baseball; that is, poor stu- 
dents should not be barred from play- 
ing on college teams just because they 
accepted money for work on nines dur- 
ing the summer. A great deal of dis- 
honesty is the result of the ruling 
against summer baseball by the col- 
leges. Mr. Hapgood told why he be- 
lieved in professional coaching, and a 
question brought out the answer, and 
proof, that professional baseball is on 
the level.

The National Suffrage Assooi • ion 
claims a membership of about 500,000. 
There are in the United States 24,600,- 
000 women twenty-one years and over. 
The fact that after half a century of 
ngitation, only two per cent of the wo- 
men of the country arc sufficiently in- 
terested in suffrage to join tbls asso- 
ciation makes the proposal to oblige 
them to take an interest in all other 
political questions preposterous. 

Question 7. If the majority of wo- 
men are opposed in Massachusetts, 
where an active anti-suffrage associa- 
tion has been gathering signatures of 
women against suffrage ever since 
1895, why has it succeeded in 20 years 
in accumulating the nnmes of only 
about 3 per sent of the women of the 
state? 

The assumption is inaccurate in two 
respects, the facts being that (1) the 
great majority are opposed or Indif- 
ferent, and (2) the 30,000 women are 
present active members. 

At the Suffrage Hearing at the State 
House in January 1915, the sufTragists 
stated that their members numbered 
55,000. If we may assume from their 
own wording of the question that the 
suffragists are counting in their mem- 
bership all those whose names they 
have accumulated, we arrive at this 
interesting contrast. The Massachu- 
setts Anti-Suffrage Association, formed 
in 1895, now has 30,000 members, all 
women over 21. The Massachusetts 
Woman Suffrage Association, formed 
in 1870, has accumulated in forty-five 
years the names of less than twice as 
many men, women, and minors as 
there are adult women in the Anti- 
Suffrage Assocaition. 

Questions 8 and 9. Among the mil- 
lions of citizens in the enfranchised 
states, why have the opponents of 
equal suffrage thus far failed to find a 
dozen respectable men to assert over 
their own names and address that it 
has had any bad results? 

Front the largest chamber of com- 
merce to the smallest sewing circle, 
why has no organization of any kind 
in a suffrage state ever passed a reso- 
lution condemning it? 

Judge Lindsey, whom the suffragists 
must certainly consider "respectable,” 
since they hire him to travel all over 
the country to speak on suffrage plat- 
forms, criticises Colorado women se- 
verely for their indifference to public 
welfare. At a suffrage banquet in 
Denver in February he said: “When 
we asked for the employees compensa- 
tion bill, where were the women voters 
of Denver? When protests were en- 
tered, I looked around for some of our 
women voters to plead for the poor 
women and children who, would be 
benefited by this bill, but there was 
not a woman present. Where is our 
adult probation law? We are a suf- 
frage State. Massachusetts is not, but 
they have an adult probation law. 
where is our home finding society? 
We have suffrage, but our dependent 
children in this state are put in homes 
for dependent children instead of being 
given the rights of family ties. We 
are 20 years behind Massachusetts in 
spite of suffrage!” 

Again he says that “children may bo 
sent to an institution and adopted 
without their mother having a right 
to know what becomes of them! Oh, 
it is worse than the old slavery days!” 
He says that the cases coming before 
his court on sex charges have increas- 
ed 300 per cent in later years. He 
says that “Colorado has made a 
science of corrupting its public men.” 

Now what is the result of this frank- 
ness? Colorado people are maintain- 
ing that he is an enemy of their state, 
a despoiler of its “fair name,” and in 
order to get him out of public life are 
trying to do away with his Children’? 
Court! The lower house of legisla- 
ture has already passed a bill abolish- 
ing this court! There are many re- 
spectable men in Colorado who agree 
with Judge Lindsey on these points, 
but there is naturally small induce- 
ment to bear testimony publicly, when 
the public is so bitter against one who 
discloses evils in the state. The west- 
ern states have an intense state loy- 
alty (in which they differ from Massa 
chusetts suffragists who love to be 
told that Massachusetts ought to 
“catch up” with Utah and Wyoming!) 
which makes them resent criticisms. 
These states are all sparsely settled, 
even California having only 15 inhabi- 
tants to the square mile, as against 
418 in Massachusetts, and are all 
eager to attract population. In order 
to “boom” their states, they constant- 
ly dwell upon the good points, and con- 
sider it almost a crime to admit de- 
fects. This may perhaps explain why 
chambers of commerce and sewing cir- 
cles are not advertising the fact, which 
is constantly admitted by individuals 
privately, that woman suffrage is a 
failure. The Colorado Senate has re- 
cently solemnly declared that woman 
suffrage “to u noticeable degree ha3 
inculcated a higher respect for the 
supremacy of the law." This state- 
ment, made within a few months of 
the strike horrors, the reign of anar- 
chy and the abdication of state sov- 
ereignity for months to Federal troops, 
is utterly ludicrous, and gives a perfect 
example of the value of such legisla- 
tive endorsements — but it, rather than 
Judge Lindsey’s frunkness, is evident- 
ly what Colorado people want. 

Question 10. Unless most people 
like it after they have experience of it, 
why do opponents warn us that once 
granted it cun never be recalled? 

Opponents say not that it is im- 
possible to repeal, but thut it *s ex- 
ceedingly difficult to repeal. See an- 
swers to Nos. 2, 8 and 9. 

This question displays a singular 
lack of understanding of u political 
situation. Tiie woman who objects to 
woman suffrage are unwilling to un- 
dertake a political campaign to get rid 
of an obligation which t hey can easily 
shirk. If the question were submitted, 
nearly all the women who vote would 
vote to retain womun suffrage; but 
those who do not believe in it would 
(as usual) stay ut home. Thus, ever 
if us many as 65 men out of 100 (uu 
extraordinary majority, rarely If ever 
found in elections) were against wo- 
man suffrage, they could probubly not 
repeal it if 35 per cent of (tie women 
voted. That is, one-third of tiie men 
in fuvor, plus one-third of the women 
in favor, would offset two-thirds of the 
men voting and two-thirds of the wo- 
men staying at home. 

Judge Snell of Tacoma sa>H: “I 

favored woman suffrage In Washing- 


ton and voted for it. But, In common 
with thousand* of others who looked 
at the question ns an abstract proposi- 
tion, I am so greatly disappointed at 
the way it has worked out that I would 
today welcome an opportunity to vote 
for its withdrawal; and I believe if it 
were resubmitted to the people of 
Washington, and every man and wo- 
man of voting age were compelled to 
vote upon it, woman suffrage would he 
defeated by an overwhelming major- 
ity." 

Its by no menns improbable that at 
some future time when a woman suf- 
frage state goes through a renlly mo- 
mentous crisis, such ns complete stnte 
bankruptcy or civil war, the weakness- 
es of the system will become glaringly 
apparent. Then so great a majority 
of men will vote to repeal it, that the 
voting women will be overborne. 

The lesson for male suffrage states 
to lenrn from this situation is that 
the time to oppose woman suffrage 
is beforehand not afterwards. And 
that this lesson is being rapidly learn- 
ed Is shown by the fact that since 1912 
woman suffrage has mndc no gains but 
Nevada nnd Montana, which together 
have a population less than that of 
Pittsburg. While since last Novem- 
ber woman suffrage has met defeat in 
our National Congress nnd in seven- 
teen states — Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Rhode Island, Delaware, In- 
diana. Michignn, North Carolina, Min- 
nesota, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Oklahoma, Texas, Missouri, Ohio, Ne- 
braka and Connecticut.

He 
would be satisfied with the profit from 
nn expert handling of goods ns against 
nny municipal effort that would not be 
run on as low a per cent cost of doing 
business ns he is doing right here and 
now. Mr. Ford is convinced that in 
the purchase of goods, the cost is less 
with his own methods of buying than 
any municipal experiment in carload 
lots or purchase from local producers. 
He suggests that If Newton residents 
will give the local store a square deal, 
place your orders together so they may 
make prompt deliveries, use the tele- 
phone which he believes is the cheap- 
est method of ordering, other than a 
personal visit to the market, pay your 
bills promptly and fully and encour- 
age those markets with your patron- 
age which help you to reduce the high 
cost of living, and give you fair value 
for what you expend.

DEATH OF MR. SHAW 

General Manager of B. & W. Street Rail- 
way Passes Away in Brookline 

Mr. Edward Payson, Shaw, Jr., gen- 
eral manager of the Boston & Worces- 
ter Street Railway Company, and 
prominent in street railway circles In 
this state, died last Saturday at the 
Corey Hill Hospital, Brookline, from 
blood poisoning brought on by an op- 
eration some four weeks previous. 

Mr. Shaw, who has made his resi- 
dence on Lincoln street, Newton High- 
lands for the past eleven years was 
born' In Newburyport, Mnss., June 12, 
1869, and was educated in the public 
schools there. Upon graduating from 
the Newburyport schools he attended 
a commercial college. After leaving 
college he first fitted himself for the 
electric railway business by taking a 
practical course at the Thompson, 
Houston Electric Company, now the 
General Electric Company. 

His railway career began by acting 
in the capacity of superintendent of 
the Plum Island street railway at 
Newburyport, in 1881. leaving the 
Plum Island road he went to the Nor- 
wich street railway as manager, and 
later he became manager and direc- 
tor of the New London street railway. 

By his association with the two 
roads he was primarily responsible for 
the construction and building of the 
electric road which today connects 
New London with Norwich. 

He also was manager for several 
years of the Valley Btreet railway of 
Pawcatuck. For some years he repre- 
sented Tucker Anthony & Co., in the 
management of their street railways

Important Event Yesterday For Trinity

Bishop Lawrence, after laying the 
stone, made a brief address and was 
followed by Bishop Babcock. Both 
congratulated the parish and paid high 
tribute to Rev. Edward T. Sullivan, 
who has been its rector for more than 
20 years. Rev. Edward MacArthur 
Noyes, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional Church, Newton Centre, extend- 
ed the greeting of the Newton church- 
es.

City Hall was crowded tj the doors 
Monday evening at the meeting of the 
aldermen by three different groups of 
citizens, one interested in a hearing' 
requested by the Newton Federation of* 
Women's Clubs on the establishment 
of a Bureau of Markets in this city, 
another group composed largely ot 
street railway employees were attract- 
ed by a hearing of the "Jitney bus’ 
proposition and there were also a 
large number of city laborers, who 
waited for the board to allow them a 
half holiday during the summer 
months. 

President Blanchard was in. the 
chair and Aldermen Cobb and Harri- 
man were the only members absent. 

The first hearing was on petition of 
Richard I. Dwyer to keep gasolene a. 
17 Park street, and Mrs. Fisne, owner 
of adjoining property, Marcus G 
Haley, anotner owner, Dr. C. A. Dav- 
enport, who resided next door, and 
Dr. T. O. Loveland anotner abuttor. 
entered strong objections to granting 
the petition on the ground of noise ana 
smoke and the general nuisance exist- 
ing at this garage. 

Mr. Horace W. Hall was the first 
speaker in favor of a Bureau of Mar- 
kets and told how the movement had 
begun from a meeting in Newton Cen- 
tre, from which action had been taken 
by the Newton Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. Mr. Hall said that the neces- 
sity for reducing the high cost of liv- 
ing should cause an investigation of 
the present system. Newton market 
prices were far above Boston prices 
and many persons purchase their sup- 
plies in Boston or at Waltham and the 
advent of the chain-of-stores-system 
had found many patrons. Mr. Hall 
did not believe that Yew ton market 
mei. were in any position to compete 
either with Boston cr Waltham. The 
state har recently passed a law au- 
thorizing cities to establish public 
markets and requiring cities which do 
not establish markets to designate cer- 
tain places where farmers could stand 
their teams for the purpose of selling 
their products. Mr. Hall said that 57 
cities in the country had public mar- 
kets and proved their usefulness. 
Produce now passes thru from 3 to 
8 different hands in reaching tb*- con- 
sumer, each with its profit, iu s?.y

nothing of the loss tn handling anti 
transportation. He thought Newton 
was splendidly situated to allow its. 
marketmen to buy farm produce direct 
in carload lots. He instanced a friend 
coming here from Pittsburg and com- 
plaining that prices were double what 
they were in the former city and said 
that people cannot come here to live 
at the present prices of food. Mr. 
Hall said that there were delegates 
present from each of the 13 clubs 
comprising the Newton Federation and 
represented 12,000 persons. He ad- 
mitted that retail markets might not 
be suitable for Newton but believed 
the matter ought to be investigated 
and some plan devised for the city. 

Hon. Wilfred Wheeler, secretary of 
the state board of Agriculture said 
that the farmer s problem was largely 
one of marketing and there should be 
some bureau to inform the farmers of 
available markets, as there were many 
small farmers who cannot afford to 
carry a small amount of produce to 
Boston. If some place was open for 
them they would be glad to have a 
stand there to sell their goods. Bos- 
ton handles from 40,000 to 50,000 bush- 
els of produce daily, part of which 
passes directly thru Newton on its 
way to Boston and is then brought 
back here for local use. The goods 
would be fresher and considerable 
transportation saved if Newton had a 
market where the stuff could be sold. 
The Board of Agriculture has appoint- 
ed a committee to assist the various 
communities in acting under Chapter 
119 of the present year. 

Various ladies then arose and said 
that they represented this or that club 
of women, but it was hard to hea.- just 
what was said in this connection. 

Mr. Henry H. Kendall of Newton 
Centre said that any movement to 
bring the producer and consumer to- 
gether was well worth while. 

Mr. Hittinger of Belmont, one of the 
largest market gardeners in this vicin- 
ity said that he would be glad to send 
produce to Newton as it was just as 
easy to do so as to go to Boston. He 
believed there should be a market and 
cold storage plant where stuff could 
be kept in good condition and said that 
contrary to general belief, lettuce 
could be kept a week or a month in 
such storage. 

Hon. Samuel L. Powers appeared 
for Mr. A. G. Baker who asked a per- 
mit to operate a line of busses between 
Newton and Newton Centre. Mr. Pow- 
ers said that Mr. Baker proposed to 
operate two busses, capable of carry- 
ing IS persons each, running thru Cen- 
tre street from Nonantum square to 
the railroad station at Newton Centre.

PROTECTION AGAINST TYPHOID 
FEVER 

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic, 

Sir:-- 

Now that the vacation season Is ap- 
proaching It seems advisable to draw- 
attention to the risk of catching Ty- 
phoid fever, to which vacationists arc 
exposed. That this is no imaginary 
danger is shown by the fact that the 
term "vacation typhoid” referring to 
those cases which develop among va 
canonists shortly after they return 
home, is familiar to all health officers. 

Typhoid fever is a preventable dis- 
ease and the risk of developing it can 
be greatly diminished by taking cer- 
tain precautions. It Ib not caused by 
stagnant water, miasm, or any similar 
agent but simply and solely by taking 
into the mouth something that has 
been infected by the excreta of a per- 
son who has been ill with typhoid. 
This usually is some article of food 
or drink, such as salad, uncooked 
shell fish, water or milk. This fact is 
well expressed by another familiar 
phrase, "feces, fingers and food.” 

The best protection against typhoid 
fever is inoculation. This consists in 
having injected under the skin, pref- 
erably of the arm, a solution contain- 
ing a known number of killed typhoid 
bacilli. Three injections are required 
at ten day intervals, the whole process 
taking about three weeks. There is 
practically no reaction and the protec- 
tion afforded, while not absolute, is 
effective in nearly all cases. 

This protective injection is fur- 
nished by the State Department of 
Health to local Boards of Health which 
in turn furnish it to physicians free 
of charge. 

The Newton Board of Health is pre- 
pared to furnish it upon request and 
would urge upon all citizens the ad- 
visability of consulting their family 
physicians in regard to taking the pro- 
tection afforded by this very simple 
procedure. 

Newton has a low' typhoid rate as 
far as home cases are concerned and 
if she can reduce her vacation typhoid 
she would stand as an example to 
other cities of what can be done to 
make a community healthy. 

She has had a “clean-up week” for 
physical rubbish and dirt; will not 
every citizen aid her to have a “clean- 
up year" for preventable disease by 
protecting himself and family against 
typhoid fever?

There was an interesting debate 
Wednesday morning in the assembly 
hall between the boys of the N. H. D. 
T., Charles C. Noble, Frederic W. Cor- 
son and Dalton E. Francis und the 
girlB of the Portia Club, Misses Evan- 
geline Huntley, Miriuin Keeler and 
Eleanor Mason, on the subject, that 
the United Stales ought to exercise a 
censorship over the press. The girls 
upheld the affirmative and were de- 
clared tlie winners by the judges, Mr. 
Joseph C. Huger, Mr. Samuel Thur- 
ber and Mr. lloruce Kidger. 


The most interesting event this week 
for Newton residents was the veto by 
Governor Walsh of the liquor trans- 
portation bill, which many of our citi- 
zens have been pushing. The Senate 
sent the bill to the Governor after At 
torney General Atwill had rendered an 
opinion that its provision did not pro- 
hibit the transportation thru a No li- 
cense community of liquors intended 
for another municipality. Mr. Atwill 
frankly stated, however, that the hill 
was ambiguous In this line and Gover- 
nor Walsh lias based bis veto on this 
technicality. His action is a matter of 
deep regret, especially in this city, 
where the law bud been badly needed 
ever since the aldermen adopted their 
present policy of granting but one ex- 
press license. It is quite doubtful if 
the necessary two thirds vote can be 
obtained to pass the bill over the veto, 
altho every step should be taken to 
do so. 

Senator Ellis is having more or less 
trouble with his innholders bill which 
is aimed at the social evil and not a 
straightforward business. It is.some- 
what difficult to draft a law which will 
prevent one without interfering with 
some phase of the other. 

The bill to establish a censorship 
over the moving picture, or theatrical 
business, by creating a commission 
consisting of the Mayor of Boston, the 
Police Commissioner and the Chief 
Justice of the Municipal court was 
passed by the House, after a valiant 
attempt was made to amend the bill 
so as to provide that a vote of two of 
these commissioners would be suffi- 
cient, and not a unanimous vote as 
provided in the original bill. The 
amendment was lost, all three of our 
Representatives voting for it, and the 
bill was then pussed, with the hope on 
the part of many thut the Senate would 
amend the bill in the direction out- 
lined. 

The bill to authorize a new bridge 
over the Charles River near Norum- 
bega Park has bad quite an interesting 
experience. The original bill placing 
the entire expense on the Common- 
wealth, was sent to Mr. Bothfeld’s com- 
mittee, where City Solicitor Bishop 
asked for a substitute bill based on the 
plan under which the Boylston street 
bridge was paid for at the Upper Falls, 
64 per cent on the Metropolitan dis- 
trict, 16 per cent on the city, 8 per 
cent on Wellesley, and the balance on 
the street railway company and the 
county. In Mr. Bothfeld’s absence, the 
committee voted to report the original 
bill and when they did so, it went to 
Ways and Means. Mr. Bothfeld learn- 
ed of this action and told the latter 
committee that the substitute bill 
should be reported, but in some way 
the substitute was ignored and the 
committee reported against the first 
bill. Mr. Bothfeld had this report re- 
committed and the committee has now 
reported a bill by which the district is 
to pay 50 per cent of the cost, Newton 
25 per cent, Weston 10 per cent and 
the county 15 per cent. This appor- 
tionment would probably cost the city 
some $12,000.

Report of the Social Semico Committee 
of Newton Federation for 1914-1915. 

The greater part of the work of the 
Social Service committee for the sea- 
son of 1914-1915 haB been that of cul- 
mination rather than of. any considera- 
ble new effort. 

It is difficult to report our Social 
Service committee work in detail, be- 
cause so much of it is from day 'to day 
effort, constant thought of ways and 
means, and quiet watchfulness for op- 
portunity. Requests and suggestions, 
all manner of information sought by 
telephone coming to only one of our 
committee, would fill a most interest- 
ing report, but far too long for the 
time at my disposal. 

The leadings of Providence have 
been truly wonderful in making it pos- 
sible to bring needs to the needy and 
at least suggestive help to inquiries, 
all proving the certain need of a co- 
operative bureau for all Newton. Both 
School department, Police department, 
and Board of Health have been prompt 
in coming to our assistance. 

Through connection with other or- 
ganizations it has been possible to 
bring to our Social Service committee 
various opportunities for helpfulness, 
which have been met most generously, 
especially in connection with our Vo- 
cational high school. During the cold 
weather considerable warm clothing 
was sent there, at request, and sub- 
stantial aid rendered. 

At our autumn meeting In West 
Newton, girls of the Vocational school 
were given an opportunity to Bell can- 
dy, and to take orders for and sell 
canned fruit and vegetables. .Pro- 
ceeds of the candy sale were given 
toward purchase of Camp Fire Uni- 
forms and that from sale of fruit and 
vegetables toward beautifying the 
grounds about the school. 

Early in 1915 report cume to the 
chairman of the danger to life of girls 
and boys arriving at and leaving t he 
high schools on account of automobiles 
between the cars ami the sidewalks, 
at and near the corner of Elm road. 
The hoys and girls are many of them 
very young and all talking and laugh- 
ing, not always hearing horns or au- 
tos. There have been accidents and 
several hair-breadth escapes. Fre- 
quently the chauffeurs did not even 
slow up, but rushed through the

Early in the autumn it became evi- 
dent thnt, on account of the resigna- 
tion of Mrs. Martin, who had been 
many years secretary of the Newton 
Associated Charities, time had come 
for co-operation with the group of peo- 
ple who had supported that work.

Af- 
ter two conferences at the Associated 
Charities rooms, nn executive 
group was formed, Including rep- 
resentatives of the Associated 
Charities, from the Federation and 
other organizations. Officers and 
directors to represent as nearly 
ns possible all parts of Newton 
were nominated and a tentative con- 
stitution and by-laws were drawn up. 
In February a mass meeting was held 
at the Newton Club to which all New- 
ton citizens were invited. An unex- 
pectedly large audience crowded the 
hall, all ready and enthusiastic for the 
proposed combination, and from this 
meeting the Newton Welfare Bureau 
had its birth. Since then frequent 
meetings have been held and actlye 
measures taken to secure a working 
Secretary. The Federation has held 
in its treasury a sum of money which 
was raised in 1913 for the bureau. By 
vote of the Executive Board $500 hns 
already been turned over to the New- 
ton Welfarcv Bureau, and a sum not 
to exceed $200 will be given each year 
for the next two years. 

In a most gracious manner the As- 
sociated Chanties group have agreed 
to drop their old name, especially the 
word charity. On May 5th, the first 
annual meeting of the Bureau will be 
held, the office opened for work very 
soon and from now on we must all 
work together, giving freely of time 
and thought toward its best interests. 
Thus we see materialized the dream 
which has taxed our patience so long. 

For many years we have heard at 
each annual meeting report of the ups 
and downs of our anti-tuberculosis 
work, and Camp at the Newton Hos- 
pital. There also this year, 1915, 
brings us to a climax. During the 
last several years there has always 
been in mind the possibility of a city 
hospital for tuberculosis patients, and 
the use of our entire outfit in that con- 
nection. At intervals letters have 
been written to the State Committees, 
to the Mayor of Newton, and to other 
powers that were, urging the neces- 
sity of other conditions than those 
existing. Newton patients have been 
placed in the Waltham Hospital 
There has been a considerable increase 
in the number of tuberculosis patients 
during the last winter. Request came 
lor a tent from the Newton Board of 
Health. As the tents which we bought 
and used several years ago were al- 
most all much worn, a new tent was 
bought and placed at the disposal of 
the Board of Health. It served for 
one patient in Newton Centre until the 
end came, and is now used in Auburn 
dale, and tho young man who is oc- 
cupying it is reported much improved 
since he had the use of the tent. 

Recently demand has come from the 
State that Newton should provide a 
hospital for its tuberculosis patients, 
Newton being published as one of nine 
delinquent cities, and July first set as 
the limit time, with heavy penalty if 
no provision is made before that time. 
You will remember that there has 
been continued effort on the part of 
your Social Service committee for 
years, to this very end. 

Almost immediately upon publica- 
tion of the State injunction we re 
ceived request from Dr. Curtis, chair 
man of Newton Board of Health, for 
the use of our portable house, with 
extension piazza, until something more 
could be done. As the house now 
stands on Newton Hospital premises 
and very near several wards, it was 
necessary to receive permission from 
the Hospital to allow the building to 
be used by the City. A conference 
was held with the Hospital Corpora- 
tion and we were advised to grant the 
use of the building, where it stands, 
for dispensary purposes. Tho furni- 
ture, beds, bedding, dishes, etc., are 
to be stored for future use. A letter 
received today from Dr. Curtis tells 
me that as soon as it can be cleaned 
and equipped it will be opened as a 
free dispensary for tubercular patients. 
Details have not been worked out yet. 
A tuberculosis hospital will be built 
in the near future. 

Dr. Curtis writes, "The Hospital will 
be for end ( uses, but I hope to be able 
to handle a number of early cases, and 
try to educate them properly, so that 
they may he discharged, and, under 
supervision of the nurse continue to 
lie productive workers.” We have of- 
fered our whole equipment, us a part 
of the working scheme of the hospital, 
when it is completed, or in starting 
the work, provided it is moved from 
present location to a satisfactory 
place. Here is the second encourag- 
• na development of our past efforts. 

During the last season work of our 
Dental Clinic has gone more smoothly 
than ever before, with very few try- 
ing days when dentist or children, or 
both, failed to appear The Clinic, sit- 
uated in tlie old Clafiin school build- 
ing. Newtonville, has been open three 
half days each week. In addition to 
a maid in attendance, different mem- 
bers of the Social Service committee 
have been responsible for the smooth 
I running of the Clinic for two weeks 
each. Certainly no one of those lu- 
, dies lias failed to he interested or see 


broad opportunity for service. The 
children are talkative and often tell 
of home conditions which nre far from 
happy or comfortable. As in the pnst, 
with very few exceptions the children 
came to us only when recommended 
by school nurses, and with certificates 
from them, and first visits nrrnngcd 
by the nurses. After the first visit 
to the Clinic each child receives a cer- 
tificate for other appointments from 
the maid In charge, under direction ot 
dentist until there is no immediate 
need of further work. The children 
go nwny with evident pride in the con- 
dition of their teeth, and grntitude for 
relief from pnin. Children have been 
brought to the Clinic ns young as 
three. 

We saw clenrly early in the season 
that an effort must be made to re- 
imburse funds for supporting the 
Clinic. A general appeal has been 
sent to the citizens of Newton, but the 
response hns not been what we had 
hoped. The exact nmount will be re- 
ported nt a future meeting. 

Newton dentists who have given 
their services at the Clinic during the 
winter nre: Drs. A. C. Forbish, West 
Newton; G. F. Fair, Newton; E. Uf- 
tord, Newtonville; Francis J. Costello, 
Newton; Sidney B. Sargent, West 
Newton; Robert Hayden, Newton Cen- 
tre; Ixjuis H. Marshall, Newton High- 
lands, E. J. Morse, Waban; Billings, 
Upper Falls and E. C. Leach of New- 
ton Centre. 

Dental work for the school children 
of the South district is under serious 
Iosb in the recent death of Dr. Leach. 
He has been from the first one of our 
most sincere friends. After working 
for time in the spring of 1913 in our 
Newtonville office, he gave us the en- 
tire day and use of his office one Satur- 
uuy in every month. In fact Dr. 
Leach s laBt professional work was 
Ins generous contribution to the Den- 
tal l nine work, all day in his office in 
Newton Centre. In the evening of the 
same day be attended a committee 
meeting of dentists in the interest of 
the clinic and was stricken on the way- 
home with the serious illness from 
which he never entirely recovered. 

On tho evening of March 6th upon 
the invitation of the Federation officers 
the dentists interested in the Newton 
Clinic formed themselves into a com- 
mittee for direction of the Clinic, and 
lor taking steps toward ultimately 
placing the management in the hands 
of the City. At that meeting it was de- 
cided to avail ourselves of the privi- 
lege accorded Newton by the Forsythe 
Clinic and to send there all children 
under sixteen, and mature enough to 
go to that clinic unattended. As will 
be seen later our best method will be 
to care for the teeth of young chil- 
dren. 

At a subsequent meeting it was de- 
cided to make a thorough examination 
of the teeth of public school children 
of Newton. Permission having been 
obtained from the superintendent ot 
Schools and the chairman of the Board 
of Health, each of the dentists was 
assigned a district for examination 
remote from his own residence and 
district. This examination has been 
begun by the dentists assisted by the 
school nurses. 

Report of work done at the Clinic 
since May, 1913, is as follows: Num- 
ber of patients, 166; visits, 694; opera- 
tions, 1071; average number of visits 
of one person, 4. . Total number of 
cleanings, 93; treatments, 377; ex- 
tractions, 130; cements, 253; amal- 
gams, 218. Largest amount of money 
paid by one person, <1.60; by 2 per- 
sons, $1.40; by 3 persons, $1.30; by 
10, $1.00. 

Report of work done by Dr. Leach 
at his Newton Centre office. Total 
number of patients, 98; visits, 126; 
operations, 214; cleanings, 14, ex- 
tracting, 83; treatments, 31; cements, 
41; amalgams, 38; gutta percha, 7. 

The step which our Newton Dentists 
have taken in assuming management 
of our Dental Clinic and in presenting 
to the Board of Health the results of 
the school examination mentioned 
leads directly to our ultimate pur- 
pose, — a dental clinic for school chil- 
dren supported by the City, or a City- 
Dentist, as we now have a City Physi- 
cian. Thus we have the third reason 
for great satisfaction In the results 
of 1914-1915. 

Although totals from our effort to 
raise money for the Clinic: have not 
been very satisfactory, we have met 
several very interesting experiences. 
One of them was a visit of a group of 
little girls, who brought to my home 
a May basket in the shape of u beau- 
tiful red rose in the heart of which 
was tucked away nearly $30, which 
they had earned by making und sell- 
ing May baskets. The children were 
taken to visit the Clinic. 

The dental survey in the Newton 
Centre district including Thompson- 
ville shows that among 805 children 
there were found 2,333 cavities needing 
attention and of that number of chil- 
dren, 301 hud never been to a dentist. 
Dr. Hayden reports of 2547 pupils ex- 
amined, 8637 cavities, and in about 5',* 
there is pus discharged into the mouth.

JUDGE SNELL ANSWERED 

Ex-Mayor William W. Seymour ofj 
Tacoma, Washington, has written the) 
following comment upon a recent at- 
tack made on equal suffrage by Judge) 
Snell of that city, in a newspaper in- 
terview: 

"My attention has been called to a 
newspaper article by Judge Snell of 
Tacoma, upon the operation of woman 
nuffrage in the state of Washington, 
which was printed in the Boston Post. 
March 31. 

"It is one of the surprising things 
in life that people of the highest char- 
acter and attainment so often differ 
with respect to important questions, 
whether military, legal, religious or 
political, even though they may have 
given the subject unprejudiced study. 
It certainly is most amazing that 
Judge Snell should have written the 
sentiments expressed in the article 
mentlohed, and I can only account for 
it by the fact that he has been outside 
the state a good deal, and in recent 
years not closely connected with local 
political questions. 

"In the spring of 1911 I was elected 
mayor of Tacoma, receiving a majority 
of the women's vote, and occupied the 
position for three years, my term hav- 
ing expired May 5, 1914 I wish to 
say that, as a result of my experience 
and observations, my conclusions are 
directly opposed to those of Judge 
Snell. I believe that if the question 
of women’s suffrage were again sub- 
mitted in the state of Washington it 
would carry by the vote of the men. by 
a much greater majority than in 1910 

“As some reason for my opinion, I 
may state that last fall I attended a 
rally of the Young Men's Republican 
club at Tacoma, at which Mayor Gill 
of Seattle was the principal speaker. 
The hall was well filled. While the 
question of women suffrage is now 
very seldom discussed publicly, be- 
cause it is such an accepted fact in the 
state of Washington, Mayor Gill did 
refer to it in his speech, commenting 
upon the aid which the women in Se- 
attle had given to a more conservative 
action on the part of the city in the is- 
suance of bonds; that men would vote 
for bonds for almost any purpose, pro- 
vided that they could get even a few 
days’ employment; whereas the wo- 
men, having the home always in view, 
and being more experience in mak- 
ing money go a long way, were far 
more conservative, the result being 
that the municipal debt of Seattle was 
not increasing since the women had 
a vote at the rate it had before. He 
further took occasion to comment upon 
the blessings that had accrued to the 
state and city by reason of the fact 
that women had the franchise. The 
part of his speech referring to women’s 
suffrage received hearty applause 
throughout the house, and as it was a 
gathering composed entirely of men, 
and representative men, the sentiment 
there expressed, I think, is indicative 
of that generally prevailing among 
men throughout the state. 

“Judge Snell refers to women taking 
part in politics from selfish motives. 
It cannot be that he has had experi- 
ence with the women actively engaged 
in bettering political conditions. For 
instance, during hv campaign, it was 
universally conceded that the women 
had a remarkable organization and 
worked hard, some of them being ac- 
tively engaged for several weeks, but 
so far as I know (and I was in a posi- 
tion to know) not one of them worked 
for pay or for office. Most of the wo- j 
men appointed to office in my depart- ( 
ment during my term as mayor had 
taken no part in the campaign what- 
ever, nor was I ever criticised to any 
extent by any woman or by a collec- 
tion of women because of my appoint- 
ments. In fact, the office of district 
nurse (which was created during my 
administration) was filled from Bos- 
ton. Judge Snell’s error in this re- 
gard needs no elaborate comment. ! 
Every business man appreciates how ! 
much more honest and unselfish ordi- 1 
narily are the services of women than 
of men : how much more devoted to J 
principle in the home, in the office, in | 
the church, anywhere, than are men. 

"In the state of Washington and the 
city of Tacoma we owe a great deal to 
the active participation of women in ; 
politics. It is true, as Judge Snell 
states, that on some questions their in- j 
fluence is not particularly felt. On; 
the other hand, I am firmly convinced 
that their influence complements that) 
of men, and that women take an active j 
interest in certain vital questions I 
about which the majority of men are ■ 
not particularly keen. I refer toj 
health, sanitation, education and mor- ; 
als. Judge Snell very well knows, for; 
instance, what the women through the 1 
leadership of Mrs. (Judge) O. G. El- 
lis of Tacoma have done both locally 
and in the state in regard to the pure j 
food laws. 

“The progress made in the state and 
city against the plague of tuberculosis! 
can be largely credited to the women. 

I believe Washington is one of the 
leading states in fighting the "Great j 
White Scourge.” Miss Beals of Seattle 
and others associated with her (many 
of them men), have worked iudefatig- 
ably throughout the state and at the j 
sessions of the legislature to bring 
uhout better conditions. Indeed. 
Pierce county, in which Judge Snell 
and I live, has just completed a tuber- 
culosis hospital, devoted exclusively 
to this disease. 

"Judge Snell certainly must be con- 
versant with the influence of the wo- 
men in carrying the state for prohi- 
bition last November, and while the 
law will he enforced by the co-opera- 
tion of the men and women of Wash- ' 
log ton. the inspiration and effective- j 
ness of enforcement will come more 
from the zeal und faithfulness of the 
women than tlie men. 

"Judge Snell refers to women re- 
turning to office Mayor Gill, whom they 
had helped to recall, ignoring the fact 
that Mayor Gill, since his return to 
office, hus established a record differ- j 
ing far from that made when elected i 
by tlie votes of the men alone in- : 
deed. I think that Mayor Gill Is now ' 
making u record which will ruuk 
among the best administrations of Se- 
attle’s mayors. 

"The Judge also mentions that wo- j 
men voted with the saloonkeepers (at , 
my election), yet he very well knows 
that the most effective laws against 
the saloon were passed during my ud- j 
ministration, and the lav|t were bet- j 
ter enforced than at any previous 
time. 1 may say 1 have always be- j 
lleved that Judge Snell voted for my 
election and that my official acts had! 


his support.: if so. I am somewhat 
surprised he should now complain 
against the women whose influence a* 
a whole was exercised in the same di- 
rection. 

“In his last paragraph Judge Snell 
really answers his own contention. In 
the beginning he charges women with 
a lack of influence, and at the end he 
accuses them of being too thoroughly 
organized." — Selected

coma, has written a vigorous letter to 
the Boston Post of April 17 in defense 
of that city’s women, who wfcre lately 
criticised as voters by Judge Snell. 
He says, in part: 

"Judge Snell holds no brief to speak 
in opposition to woman suffrage for 
the people of this state. Although he 
may have changed his mind about it. 
he is the only man in the State 1 have 
heard say so. and he had to go 3,000 
miles away before he so expressed 
himself. I believe the people of thia 
State are more firmly committed to the 
principle of woman suffrage now than 
when they adopted it. 

"If Judge Snell, as he said, voted 
for woman suffrage with the sole idea 
that it would immediately ‘purify pol- 
itics,’ he certainly had a very super- 
ficial view of this great question. But 
it has not made the situation, any 
worse at least, and in view of the fact 
that the State last fall, with the aid 
of the woman vote, wiped out the li- 
quor traffic, which it is conceded la 
one of the principal sources of cor- 
ruption in politics, woman suffrage 
might possibly be credited with at 
least offering a good chance for im- 
provement. 

“Neither has woman suffrage, aa 
charged by Judge Snell, resulted in 
a ’hodge-podge of ill-digested, senti- 
mental, socialistic legislation, which 
is a menace to the welfare of the 
State.’ With a dozen questions sub- 
mitted to the people at the last elec- 
tion, only two — prohibition and aboli- 
tion of private employment agencies — 
were passed. 

“It is true some women do not rise 
to the heights of the ideal in citizen- 
ship, nor do men. It is true also that 
many women, deceived by shrewd pol- 
iticians of the special interests which 
I had opposed, helped to recall me 
four years ago, and some of them, 
when they saw the trick that had been 
played on them, last year helped to 
place me back in office by three time* 
as large a majority as that against me 
when I was recalled. But if suffrage 
is to be denied to all who ever made % 
mistake in exercising it we will have 
to tear up our constitution, cease to 
attempt to establish democratic gov- 
ernment, and go to Russia for our 
ideals.” — Selected. 


•TWILIGHT SLELP" 


To the Editor: 

Dear Sir: 

You recently published an article 
concerning the “Twilight Sleep” that 
evidently awakened some interest in 
the subject, as I have had quite a num- 
ber of inquiries since concerning it. 
Like every new method it excites en- 
thusiasm with some at first but later 
the objections become apparent. I en- 
close an article touching the subject 
in question clipped from the New York 
Times that may interest some of your 
readers. It is one of many of similar 
tone I have seen. 

Dr. Franklin A. Dorman, who alter- 
nates with Dr. George P. Shears in 
visiting the lying in wards at the City 
Hospital on Blackwell’s island, where 
the twilight sleep methods have been 
discontinued, says: “The disadvantages 
of twilight sleep outweigh the advan- 
tages, in my judgment. 

"There is an extremely limited field 
where the treatment may be useful. 
That is the attitude, I think, of all the 
conservative men whom 1 know in the 
profession. 

“One of the advantages claimed for 
the twilight sleep is that it takes the 
strain off the mother at childbirth. If 
that is so, how does it happen that a 
mother may show great excitement or 
even dementia under the treatment?” 

Dr. Menas S. Gregory, the alienist 
at Bellevue Hospital, said yesterday: 

“Seven cases of women have come 
under my observation at this institu- 
tion where their mental trouble was 
directly due to the twilight sleep treat- 
ment. 

“The mental condition of these seven 
patients was not permanent. Some of 
them recovered in a few days, others 
in a few weeks; with some the trouble 
lasted even longer. 

"However, from these few cases no 
scientific conclusion can be drawn as 
to the harmfulness or harmlessness of 
twilight sleep from a psychological 
standpoint.” 

Dr. Ralph Waldo, visiting obstetri- 
cian at Lebanon Hospital iu the Bronx, 
said that experience there with twi- 
light sleep has brought about a re- 
striction to about 50 per cent, of the 
former range of the treatment. 

"Under careful administration of 
twilight sleep." he said, "about 25 per 
cent, of the babies show the influence 
of the opiate to a fair degree, and 
about 10 per cent, show it to a marked 
degree. 

"For that reason we have had to 
modify the dosage of the opiate. The 
drug shows no permanent effect on the 
baby, provided the baby lives. That’s 
the trouble — a twilight sleep baby may 
die before it gets a chance to live. 

"The use of the opiate tends to re- 
tard the respiration of the child. Blue’ 
babies ure '•very common in twilight 
sleep unless extreme care is used In 
the administration of the opiates.

The fare would he 10 cents and the in- 
vestment would be about $6000. Mr. 
Powers recalled the attempt some 
years ago to get a trolley line thru 
this district and told how residents of 
Centre street wanted it on Waverley 
avenue and residents of Waverley 
avenue wanted the line on Centre 
street, and how no location was grant- 
ed. This line, Mr. Powers said would 
in no way compete with the street 
railway, for persons who had the time 
could take the trolley route thru New- 
tonville for 6 cents. The needs of the 
locality require some such transporta- 
tion, the Newton Golf Club will he 
served and the entire district is well 
built up. The line will only compete 
with the station carriages. Mr. Baker 
will accept all reasonable restrictions 
and provide insurance to pay $5000 in 
case of injury to any passenger. He 
then showed photographs and dia- 
grams of the kind of bus it was pro- 
posed to operate. 

Mr. A. A. Hallantvne representing 
the M. & B. St. Rwy. Co. said that 
while he did not appear in opposition 
to this particular petition, there were 
other petitions pending, which would 
compete with his company and he 
would state the general position of the 
Company on the jitney question. 
There is an extensive movement, he 
said, all over the country to authorize 
this kind of competition with railway 
business and in Waltham, there is a 
service paralleling one of their lines. 
The auto service is attractive, but its 
ultimate effect on the community has 
not been considered. If the revenue 
of the street railway company is af- 
fected, it will require a reduction in 
service. The question which tne com- 
pany ought to receive has recently 
been considered by the Public Service 
Commission and the right to charge a 
six cent fare was granted. The pres- 
ent revenues of the company have not 
been sufficient to keep up its property 
and the public has not paid for the 
cost of the service received. Another 
matter affecting the revenue of the 
Company is the agitation for lowering 
steps of cars, amounting to some $22,- 
000 and we have told the Commission 
that our revenue now is not sufficient 
to meet this demand. The Company 
also contributes substantially to the 
city treasury, averaging about $10,000 
a year of which about $5000 is specif- 
ically for maintenance of the high- 
ways and removal of snow. The jit- 
ney service would result in hard wear 
on the streets without any additional 
contribution to the city. He said he 
would be afraid to look ahead and see 
thej-ailway snow plows remove the 
snow from their tracks and the jitneys 
using this cleared space on which to 
run and pick up their passengers. He 
criticized the jitney service as one of 
danger to passengers and persons us- 
ing the streets, with no fixed invest- 
ment, which would operate for a time 
and then move on to another city, and 
with no responsibility. Mr. Ballantyne 
said in closing that any action affect- 
ing the revenues of the company would 
have a serious effect to the company 
to its men and to the public served.

A REPLY 


A few comments on 10 questions an- 
swered. 

In this article which appeared in 
last week’s GRAPHIC, it is stated that 
woman’s suffrage has spread from one 
state to another just as slavery spread 
from one state to another. The two 
are entirely different. Slavery spread 
because slaveholders had a right, 
(slaves being property) to take them 
into adjoining state and against the 
protest of the states. Woman’s suf- 
frage has spread by popular vote. If 
divorce decreased very perceptibly in 
Colorado, after women were given the 
ballot it seems sufficient proof of the 
good effects of suffrage in that par 
ticular state, to compare Colorado 
with other states, where there is less 
divorce, owing to the various influ- 
ences is not a fair comparison. A man 
who takes physical exercises always 
measures his Improvement by the 
growing strength of his own muscles, 
he does not compare his muscles with 
those of a prize fighter. 

Anyone who has tried getting an- 
swers to questions sent through the 
mail knows that people generally will 
not take the trouble to reply. That 
Mrs. Howe succeeded In getting so 
many in favor, and so few against, 
shows that there was no strength to 
the opposition, which is all the suf- 
fragists claim. Suffragists are of 
course, perfectly well aware that a 
large number of women are indiffer- 
ent to the cause. The point is this, 
since of those interested in the sub 
ject at all the suffragists outnumber 
the antis at least 3 to 1 it is not fair 
to say that “women do not want to 
vote." A good many of them have not 
yet made up their minds, but, as they 
become interested and roach a decision 
then they come over to the suffrage 
side In ever Increasing numbers. This 
iB how the suffrage party grows ac- 
cording to Sec. Bryun’s statements, 
Nebraska was defeated by the liquor 
interests, and, in most of the other de 
leated states the same interest was 
at work. There is nothing the saloon 
keepers and vicious interests dread 
ho much as the woman’s vote. George 
Creel has given In his lectures, all the 
pros and cons of the Judge Lindsey 
controversy which puts quite a dlffer- 

nt construction upon it from that 
given in tills article. Judge Snell’s 
statements have been fully refuted 
by two muyors of Tucoina, the present 
mayor and an ex-mayor. These com- 
ments are necessarily brief and are 
by no means all the writer would like 
to say on the subject but, u full reply 
would necessitate u very long article 
and the space might better be filled 
with some other items on this much 
alive topic of woman’s suffrage.

ctures Recently Given at West Newton by Dr. 
Ernest Bernbaum of Harvard 


The Anti-Suffrage Association of 
*wton has held two well attended 
etlngs at the home of Mrs. W. B. H. 
>wse, Temple street, West Newton, 
d hoard Dr. Ernest Bernbaum of 
rvard University give his reasons 
hlR firm belief In Anti-Suffrage. 
He has made an exhaustive study 
the results of giving women the 
nchlse and statistics gathered from 
actions in the woman suffrage states 
ove that the vast majority of women 
not fulfill their obligations in this 
-ard . They either do not want to 
te, or are indifferent to the obliga- 
n. 

his will, and does result in a de- 
ase in interest of the electorate in 
affairs of government, a condition 
ich always diminishes the opposl- 
n to those who conduct politics as 
usiness organization for their own 
dy ends. 

’e illustrated this by examples of 
8 process and its results in woman 
“rage states, and maintained that 
laws of Mass, and of other male 
rage states are evidence that men 
conduct the affairs of government 
women, better than the compara- 
bly few women who w’ould take ad- 
tagc of the opportunity to conduct 
:m for themselves, 
r. Bernbaum said that for two gen- 
tions great sums of money have 
*n spent by suffragists in prosecut- 
: their campaign, and that after all 
8 publicity, the membership in the 
“rage organizations in Massachu- 
ts is less than five per cent of the 
men of the Btate. 

Such a propaganda would have been 
cessful decades ago, he said, if it 
had common sense on its side. 

The suffragists have no right to 
:ak for women, nor to consider 
•mselves the “enlightened minority,” 


ordained to impose the ballot upon the 
rest of their sex. He spoke of the bit- 
ter opposition of tlfe suffragists to the 
Drury bill, which would permit women 
of the state to vote "Yes” or "No” on 
the suffrage question, as proof that 
the suffragists know that the majority 
of women do not want the vote. 

Woman suffrage is not necessary to 
promote humane legislation. The 
state with the beBt group of laws pro- 
tecting women in industry is Massa- 
chusetts. The mismanagement and 
rioting in Colorado is an example of 
a state having woman suffrage. 

The activity of women for social bet- 
terment when used in a non-partisan 
way, is much more efficacious than in 
any other. 

Miss Mabel Boardman, the head of 
the Red Cross, is an example of a wo- 
man working in a non-partisan way: 
as she has absolutely refused to go 
into politics, realizing it would hamper 
her usefulness. 

Dr. Bernbaum will deliver another 
lecture this evening at eight o’clock 
at the residence of Mrs. W. B. H. 
Dowse, Temple street, West Newton, 
which it is hoped will be largely at- 
tended by men of thiB city. Mrs. 
Henry Preston White will also speak.

FOLK DANCING 


MEMORIAL DAY 


Representative Clyde H. Tavenner of 
Illinois has a picturesque Memorial 
Day story, which is so vivid as to be 
almost grewsome. The congressman 
was sitting in the office of Pension 
Commissioner Saltzgaber. On the 
wall was an electric clock. Every so 
often there was a soft whirr which 
meant that the telegraph wire had car- 
ried a current adjusting the clock to 
the exact second accuracy. After each 
whirr came an interval of silence. 

“Four more of the boys have gone,” 
Tavenner quotes Saltzgaber as say- 
ing. "That is the rate now at w'hich 
they are dying. I sometimes imagine 
a clock with a pendulum that swings 
just once every fifteen minutes. At 
every tick of that clock one of the boys 
tails. " Ten months ago there were 
462,079 Civil War pensioners on the 
Government pension rolls. On April 30 
there were only 453,693. Today, 
month later, they number in the neigh- 
borhood of 432,000. The death rate 
Is estimated at one hundred a day — 
a full brigade a month. “Give me 
back those who died since yesterday 
noon," said the Commissioner, “and 
I will form a parade longer than will 
march in most towns this year. Give 
me the brigade that died since one 
month ago and I will form a parade 
longer than will march in any city 
this Decoration Day.”

ASK VOTE TO GET LAWS 
ENFORCED 


A plea for a more rigid enforce- 
ment of the child labor laws in the 
South was made by Miss Jean Gordon, 
president of the Louisiana W. S A., on 
Woman and Child Labor, in an ad- 
dress at one session of the Child Labor 
Conference in Memphis, Tennessee, 
last week. 

“Until the laws are properly en- 
forced all the legislation now con- 
templated will amount to naught and 
more than 300,000 child toilers in the 
mills and factories of the South will 
continue to be sweat shop victims." 
Miss Gordon declared, “We are striv- 
ing for a 15-year law and an 8-hour 
day, but legislation without proper en- 
forcement is worse that no legislation. 

"The granting of the right of the 
ballot to woman would assure the 
child worker real protection," she 
said. “It is the women who are seeing 
to what little enforcement there is.”

UNDER TIIE GILDED DOME 


The reorganization of the Boston & 
Maine nnd the censorship of thentricnl 
performances In the city of Boston 
have held the stage at the State House 
this week nnd by the pnssnge of the 
railroad bill hv the House nnd by the 
adoption of Important amendments, 
by the House to the rnllrond hill and 
by the Senate to the censorship hill, 
each branch will have an opportunity 
to reconsider both of these Important 
measures. 

The closest fight came on the amend- 
ment to the censorship bill In the Sen- 
ate, where it was decided that a ma- 
jority of the board of censors (Instead 
of a unanimous vote) should bar the 
presentation of Improper plays and 
performances. This amendment was 
adopted by a vote of 20 to 18. Senator 
Kills voting with the majority and re- 
consideration the succeeding day was 
only defeated by President Coolidge 
casting a vote to make a tie on that 
question. The whole matter therefor 
came into the House on Wednesday 
and the amendment was accepted by a 
fairly good majority. 

The great fight on the railroad bill 
in the House came over the provisions 
regarding the Hampden railroad, the 
Senate having refused to adopt Sena- 
tor Ellis’ amendment to allow the 
company to dispose of its holdings in 
this subsidiary company on such 
terms as the Public Service commis- 
sion might sanction. This amend- 
ment. however was passed, with one 
or two others of minor Importance, 
and went back to the Senate on Wed- 
nesday. The upper branch refused to 
accept this amendment, however, and 
asked for a committee of conference, 
Representative Bothfeld being appoint- 
ed one of the three conferees from 
the House. 

As noted last week, Governor 
Walsh’s veto of the liquor transporta- 
tion bill was sustained by the House 
on Friday morning by a vote of but 83 
In favor of the bill nnd 103 in favor of 
the veto. Representatives Bothfeld 
and Weston voted against the veto and 
Mr. Allen was not recorded. 

The bill to authorize a new bridge 
over the Charles river between Au- 
burndale end Weston or to reconstruct 
the present bridge has passed the 
House and is now before the Senate 
Ways and Means. As stated last 
week, the bill places 50 per cent of the 
estimated cost of $50,000 on the park 
district, 25 per cent on Newton, 10 
per cent on Weston and 15 per cent on 
the county. The work is to be done 
by the metropolitan park commission- 
ers according to plans which must be 
approved by the city government of 
Newton and the authorities of Weston, 
and the act itself must be accepted by 
both municipalities It Is a matter of 
regret that the apportionment estab- 
lished when the Boylston street bridge 
was built some time, ago, could not 
have been followed, as the city’s share 
of that matter was but 16 per cent, 
making a difference in the present case 
of about $4,000. As the cost is to be 
distributed over ten years, however, 
the immediate difference is not serious.

"Everyone agrees that milk, as com- 
pared with other food products, is one 
of the cheapest," said C. J. Steffen, 
President of the International Associa- 
tion of Dairy and Milk Inspectors, in 
a recent address. "The butcher, the 
baker, the gardener muy ask 20 per 
cent or 30 per cent more for what he 
has to sell and nothing is said, hut let 
one cent he added to the cost of a 
quart of milk and it is immediately the 
subject of investigation by the author- 
ities. Tlie need of the dairy business, 
in order to promote the best interests 
of the consumer, Is not more laws, hut 
luws more in harmony with the desires 
of the consumer. Rest assured that 
as soon us t lie consumer stands ready 
to pay for the labor incidental to the 
production of a clean and pure milk 
supply the producer will meet the de- 
mand. 

"Furnishing the people with milk, 
safe and wholesome, is ufter all not a 
question of luw as we all know. Gen- 
erally speaking, I believe (hut the 
quality of the milk supply bus im- 
proved fuster than the people have 
shown u desire to pay for improved 
quality. In tills connection I am more 
than convinced that the solution of the 
.clean milk problem is economic and 
not political, und the sooner law-muk- 
ing bodies recognize it us such the 
sooner will the present tendency of 
tlie producer, to cease milking cows, 
he discontinued, if not altogether 
abandoned."

the works of Russian, Swedish and 
Italian authorities, as well as French 
and German, until in 1910, when he 
left his college courses to accept an 
appointment in the United States Ge- 
ological Survey, he had a knowledge 
and grasp of his subject remarkably 
wide for’ a man of his years. 

His work In the Government service 
at Washington early attracted the at- 
tention of Sidney H. Ball, the well- 
known mining engineer, who took 
Brodrlck with him in the fall of that 
year to the Atbasar district in south- 
western Siberia. There they remained 
six months, engaged in geological 
studies, particularly of copper occur- 
ences, in which Brodrick’s work 
proved so sound that he was engaged 
the next year as mining geologist by 
the Russo-Asiatic Company, controll- 
ing large mining Interests in the 
Kyshtim district of the Ural Mountain 
region. 

At that time the Russo-Asiatic Com- 
pany was just at the beginning of its 
enormous development, and soon Brod- 
rick, who was then only In his twen- 
ty-fourth year, was being sent all over 
Russia and Siberia to investigate new 
properties and report on their mining 
possibilities, a work which required 
the exercise, not only of expert knowl- 
edge, but also of sound and far-seeing 
judgment. 

Signal success in this work led to 
further promotion, and in less than 
two years, Brodrick was advanced to 
the post of consulting geologist to the 
Russo-Asiatic Company. In this ca- 
pacity he examined and reported upon 
a considerable number of important 
Russian and Siberian mining proper- 
ties, of which the following have since 
become of notable interest: Tanalyk, 
Verkh Issetsk, Miass, Sissert, and Rev- 
da. His latest work was an examina- 
tion of the wonderful Ridder mining 
properties in western Siberia, which 
are generally regarded by mining ex- 
perts as one of the four or five great 
mining dvelopments of the decade. 

To an engineer as young as Brod- 
rick, it was no slight recognition on 
the part of the Company in his judg- 
ment and ability that he should have 
been given the opportunity of being 
closely identified with the early de- 
velopment of a mining proposition of 
such magnitude and importance. 

During these few years of rapid ad- 
vancement and widening experience 
in his profession, Brodrick never lost 
active interest in his Alma Mater, and 
he made a practice of devoting a major 
part of the vacations spent in this 
country to the service of the Geologi- 
cal Museum of Harvard University. 
There he brought together specimens 
from foreign districts he had exam- 
inee?, and formed a large and valuable 
collection of Russian and Siberian 
ores, supplemented by an unusually 
complete fund of information gathered 
by him as to their occurrence in the 
field. 

Living his life to the fullest, in work, 
travel and constant research, he al- 
lowed himself few leisure moments 
throughout his brief professional 
career.

Mr. F. H. Ratcliffe of Newton Centre Pen- 
sioned by New York Central Railroad Co. 


Mr. Frank Houghton Ratcliffe, after 
a notable service of more than 
fifty consecutive years in the 
same office of the Boston & Al- 
bany R. R., on Tuesday reached 
the age of 70 years and on June 1st 
his name will be put on the pension 
rolls. This uninterrupted service of 
over fifty years in the Treasurer’s 
office of the Boston & Albany R. It. 
establishes a record for continuity 
which has been excelled in but few in-; 
stances so far as is known among New 
England Railroads. Mr. Ratcliffe was 
bom at Faversham, Kent, Englnnd on 
May 26th, 1846 and came to Boston in 
October, 1864. As a boy he attended 
the old Brimmer School, and at the 
age of 14 went to work for Jos. Whit- 
ney & Co., wholesale boot, shoe and 
leather house at 40 Pearl street. On 
January 16th, 1865 he went into the 
office of the Treasurer of the Western 
Railroad as a clerk, which office was 
then located at the Railroad Exchange 
in Court Square back of the old Boston 
Museum. In 1866 the office was moved 
to 40 State street. On September 4th, 
1867 occurred the corporate union of 
the Boston and Worcester R. R. and 
the Western Railroad and the Albany 
and West Stockbridge R. R. under the 
title of the Boston & Albany Railroad. 
Mr. RatclifTe continued his service in 
the office of the Treasurer of what had 
now become the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road Company, as Chief Clerk. In 
1880 the offices were moved to the old 
B. & A. station on Beach street, and in 
February of 1890 Mr. RatclifTe was 
appointed Assistant Treasurer. He 
was made Treasurer of the Boston & 
Albany R. R. on September 27th, 1899. 
In 1900 the Boston & Albany v 
leased to the New York Central Rail- 
road and since November 10 of that 
year Mr. Ratcliffe has served in a dual 
capacity having two titles. He is 
Treasurer of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad Company, and Cashier at 
Boston for the New York Central Rail- 
road. The rules of the New York Cen- 
tra! Railroad, which leases and oper- 
ates the Boston & Albany require that 
when an employee reaches the age ol 
70 he shall be transferred to the pen- 
sion roll, therefore Mr. Ratcliffe will, 
on June 1st, cease to be the Cashier 
for the New York Central and go on 
the pension roll, hut he will continue 
to serve as Treasurer of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company. 

His duties as Cashier at Boston will 
hereafter be assumed by Mr. W. R. 
Holt, Paymaster at Boston, with offices 
in the South Station. 

Mr. Ratcliffe resides on Rice street 
! Newton Centre. Since the foundation 
of Trinity Parish, Newton Centre, Mr. 

| Ratcliffe has served as Vestryman, 
Junior warden and Senior warden, re- 
: tiring from that service in 1904. He 
; has always taken a great interest in 
music, and was for several years sec- 
retary of the Boylston Club.

To be Made by Boston Elevated Company 
at Lake Street Terminal 


The orders passed by the aldermen 
on Monday evening, when approved by 
the Public Service Commission will 
authorize a great improvement in the 
transportation system at the junction 
of the Boston Elevated and the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston railways at I>ake 
street and Commonwealth avenue, 
where by the present plan of transfers 
In the centre of the street will be 
abolished and a more modern and ade- 
quate method adopted. The Elevated 
Company owns land between Lake 
street and the territory of the Metro- 
politan Water Board. This track runs 
back to the base of Waban Hill and 
not far from the links of the Common- 
wealth Country Club. On it a struc- 
ture of steel and concrete will be 
erected, which will afford upper and 
lower levels for operating cars. 

Outbound cars will swing to the 
right from Commonwealth avenue, af- 
ter passing Lake street, and will go 
down a five per cent grade to a plat- 
form where they will unload. Then 
they will pass around a loop, climbing 
all the way, and coming back on a 
track ten feet higher than the one used 
to enter the station. They jvill stop 
at a loading platform parallel to the 
unloading platform. When loaded they 
will descend to the street level, again 
cross the northerly roadway of Com- 
monwealth avenue and return to Bos- 
ton. 

The cars of the Middlesex & Boston 
Company will go through a similar 
process but in reverse. Cars entering 
the transfer station from Aubumdale 
or Newton Highlands will climb a five 
per cent grade, unload, traverse the 
loop to a lower level, load and then 
return to the tracks on the avenue. 

Thus passengers who wish to trans- 
fer from the cars of one company to 
those of another will walk across a 
platform without climbing any stairs 
or incline. As far as Boston traffic 
is concerned, the lower level of the 
station will be for in-bound travel and 
the upper level for out-bound travel. 
Passengers from the street will enter 
the station at a point near the car en- 
trance, pay their fares and then either 
descend or ascend a few steps to board 
their cars. 

The project has been pending for six 
months and there has been some oppo- 
sition from abutters and from the au- 
thorities of Boston College. All these 
feared a car barn or a machine shop 
was to be erected there, but the ofii-

Few persons in this city apparently 
understand the power and influence 
which could be exerted by residents of 
Middlesex County, if that power and 
influence could be efficiently organ- 
ized. For many years there has been 
at vague feeling that a so called “coun- 
ty ring" controlled the politics and 
business of the county and that it was 
hopeless to attempt to make any 
change, particularly as the work seem- 
ed to he fairly well done. The direct 
primary however, seriously affected 
the old time methods of selecting coun- 
ty candidates and the advent of the 
Progressive party split the Republi- 
cans in halves, with a result that the 
Democrats carried the county for Wil- 
son in 1912 and again for Walsh in 
3913. Last year the Republican ticket 
was successful, but only after a strug- 
gle. The coming year will witness a 
strong contest for the Republican 
nomination for sheriff, probably a con- 
test for the Republican nomination 
for county treasurer and possibly one 
for County Commissioner. The old 
line politician will view this prospect 
with alarm, but the younger element 
believe that it means an opportunity 
for a change which will prove highly 
beneficial to the party. 

A few words about Middlesex County 
may be of interest. This county only 
exceeded in the state in population 
and wealth by Suffolk county, has a 
population of 669,915 and a valuation 
of $800,000,000. It is larger than 13 
states in the Union, and equals the 
state of Oregon in population. The 
city of Somerville alone has as many 
people as the entire state of Nevada. 
In other words Middlesex county has 
a population equal to that of Nevada, 
Wyoming, Delaware arid Arizona, 
which have eight senators at Washing- 
ton. It is as large as any two of the 
following states, Idaho, New Mexico, 
Vermont, Utah and Montana. It cast 
as large a vote as the state of Maine. 
Residents of this city should take some 
interest in the affairs of a county in 
which they live and vote. 

— o — 

Governor Walsh’s vetoes of the li- 
quor transportation bill and the so- 
-called “dirty milk” bill, both on tech- 
nical grounds, are hardly creditable to 
His Excellency, either as a man or as 
a politician. The failure of the liquor 
transportation bill will not be relished 
in this city where the evil of the pres- 
ent situation has been more marked 
than in other places. While the situa- 
tions outlined by the Governor in his 
veto message are possible, they are 
hardly probable, and it is so marked 
an attempt on its face to manufacture 
a reason for a veto that the governor 
is hardly entitled to support by friends 
of the temperance cause. 

The agitation over the milk question 
for the past few years has shown that 
the state needs legislation which will 
guarantee clean milk and the bill 
which the governor has just vetoed 
was as mild a measure in that direc- 
tion as has yet been drawn. Every 
householder ought to be assured of 
clean milk and with fully 65 per cent 
of all the milk produced in this state, 
passing the test, there ought to be au- 
thority to compel the 35 per cent of 
careless, indifferent producers to come 
in line. 

— o — 

Alderman Calkins deserved consid- 
erable credit for the settlement of the 
matter of track location for the Ele- 
vated Company across Commonwealth 
avejiue near Lake street, and which 
will allow great improvements to be 
made in handling the traffic at that im- 
portant transfer point. The whole mut- 
ter was almost at a deadlock thru the 
insistence of some of the aldermen that 
the location order should include cer- 
tain restrictions, which the Company 
would only agree to, if placed in an- 
other way. The Graphic pointed out 
some weeks ago, that the position tak- 
en by the aldermen amounted to prac- 
tically nothing, for, if any change was 
desired in the future, the city govern- 
ment of that time would have full au- 
thority to make changes, no matter 
how iron-clad the agreement was made 
at the present time. The method adopt- 
ed whereby the land to be used for tin* 
transfer station bus been conveyed to 
the Company subject to restrictions 
preventing its use for car barns and 
repair shops, covers the matter in the 
best possible way.

The new regulation prohibiting the 
utanding of vehicles in Nonant urn 
square is a step in the right direction 
but only a step. The Middlesex cars 
should be taken out of the squure and 
safety zones should be established for 
the large number of persons who per- 
sist in standing in ttie middle of the 
afreet while waiting for the Boston 
cars.

THE NEW MORALITY 


Mr. George Creel of New York and 
Denver, addressed a meeting held at 
1 'layers' Hall. West Newton on Sun- 
dny, April 18th. Ills topic wns “The 
New Morality." He spoke somewhat 
as follows: "I was speaking this af- 
ternoon with a gentleman who criti- 
cised me for addressing an audience 
this afternoon nt a Y. M. C. A. on the 
subject of Suffrage, ntui he reminded 
of some of those good old people 
whom 1 always term ns having Mason 
fruit Jar heads. They seem, when 
they ronch the age of discretion to 
close themselves up entirely from the 
world, ami are not willing to accept 
new thoughts and new admissions, 
especially on this question of Suffrage. 

"This New Morality is a vote in 
favor of decency and Justice. The 
only evil results that hnve come from 
this is from the blackguardism and 
slanders of the Easterners who come 
to our State of Colorado, stay for n 
few weeks and then return "and tell 
Boston what a failure Suffrage is in 
the West. A woman who does not 
want the vote is only hindering her 
own advancement. She needs the vote 
in order to enable us to reach the 
gonls of democracy nnd happiness. 

"This question has involved a tre- 
mendous machine and we are going 
to take this machine and manufacture 
a new quality, the quality of Justice. 
A vote for Suffrage is a vote for equal 
justice. 

"The objections to suffrage are most- 
ly humorous. They say the woman’s 
place is at home, hut still there are 
eight millions of working women in 
this country employed in factories, 
canneries, laundries and in other lines 
of work. Jn the face of that condition 
can you still claim that a woman's 
place is at home. Not long ago -I was 
talking with a gentleman whoso great- 
est asset seemed in the fact that he 
was one of the Morgan pnrtners. He 
attempted to show me the error of my 
ways and attempted to impress on my 
mind that tile home was woman's 
sphere. I made a statement that the 
home had changed and that the State 
was over-perilled and needed her as- 
sistance. He inquired my reasons for 
this remark. 

"It had been so long since I had 
been asked kindergarten questions 
that I had to stop and think for a 
few moments before answering. I 
told him that a few years ago the wo- 
men had to do the spinning at home 
in order that people might have 
clothes to wear. The question of the 
education of the child is not taken 
care of in the home. The State now 
has charge of this and makes laws as 
to what age a child shall enter school 
and at what age he shall be permitted 
to leave school, the length of sessions 
and so on. We have health laws, pure 
food laws. We have franchises which 
tell us how much we shall have to 
pay for light and for water, two things 
which formerly had to be taken care 
of in the home. 

"He answered, ‘Do you mean to tell 
me those things are possible?’ I an- 
swered that they were actual, and he 
said, *My God, what are we coming 
to.’ There is the type of a man who 
had had his head in a Mason fruit 
jar, and what we call the intelligent 
vote. We need the woman to help us 
in our municipal housekeeping, to 
take charge of those portions of the 
work which are of vital interest to 
her, the health laws, the education 
laws, the pure food laws. We need 
her to insist that our streets be kept 
clean and to interest herself in these 
problems which are neglected partly 
because man does not have the time 
to attend to them with his other oc- 
cupations. 

"Some say that women will change 
when they get the vote, but you know 
I have stood outside the polling places 
and watched women going to vote and 
have seen them looking exactly the 
same when they came out as when 
they went in.” 

Mr. Creel also told many amusing 
instances of the way various problems 
had been handled in Colorado during 
the time they have had equal suffrage. 
Ho also told of their efforts to aid 
those who had gone wrong and who 
had been inmates of their institutions, 
and also of the great work done by 
Judge Lindsey in behald of the 
young people. He criticised the op- 
position of the manufacturing inter- 
ests to their efforts, particularly those 
interests which were controlled by 
men from New York and New Eng- 
land. 

He said that he was personally in- 
terested in suffrage only from a stand- 
point of justice.

The City of Newton now hns regu- 
lation baseball diamonds at the follow- 
ing plnees: Allison Park 1. Cabot Perk 
2. West Newton 1. Newton Lower Falls 
1. Newton Upper Falls 1, Newton 
Highlands 1. Newton Centre 1. nnd 
Waban 1. 

There are junior dlnmonds which 
are not regulation size and which can 
he used only by hoys’ teams at Stearns. 
Boyd. Islington, Newton Lower Falls 
nnd Newton Centre. 

Practically every Saturday there are 
four to six tennis which cannot he ac- 
commodated. 

The Playground Department In as- 
signing permits for the vnrlous regu- 
lation bnsehnll dlnmonds proceeds on 
the plan that local teams have first 
chance. If there are several local 
teams of equal strength, the permits 
are distributed to each one In turn. 

On Saturdays, teams made up of 
men and young men who cannot play 
during the week receive the prefer- 
ence. 

If a local diamond hns not been 
asked for by the Wednesday preceding 
Saturday, teams from other Newton 
districts which cannot he accommodat- 
ed In their own districts are shifted 
over to such localities which are open. 

Permits are issued only upon writ- 
ten application. Applications blanks 
will be mailed from the office of the 
Playground Department. These 
should come In not later than the 
Wednesday preceding the game. 

Permits arc sent out on Thursdny 
nnd copies are sent to the Police De- 
partment. The police officers of the 
districts collect these permits during 
the game and make notes on the con- 
duct of the teams. 

The conduct of local teams nnd vis- 
iting teams on the playgrounds nnd in 
coming to and from the playgrounds is 
noted, nnd if the deportment is not 
what the citizens demand, permits are 
not granted again to the team. 

The Newton Catholic Club, Newton 
Upper Falls A. A., and the Newton 
Lower Falls A. A., on account of their 
strong organization and their ability 
to attract very large crowds of spec- 
tators, have been granted special priv- 
ileges for their local diamonds. These 
privileges include first refusal of the 
local grounds on any Saturday when 
they desire to play on their home 
grounds. Their schedules are submit- 
ted by the 16th of May and all the 
dates shown arc reserved for them. 

Although this puts other teams in 
their locality at a disadvantage, the 
fact that these teams attract very 
large crowds of local citizens makes it 
a desirable procedure. 

It is intended by this notice to have 
the baseball players of Newton appre- 
ciate the tremendous demand on Sat- 
urday and holidays for baseball dia- 
monds in Newton and to have them 
see the justness with which the situa- 
tion is handled, and that it would not 
be in the interest of all the Newtons 
if any of the diamonds remained idle 
on Saturday afternoons. 

Naturally, only regularly organized 
teams can he considered and these men 
or hoys who simply play scrub games 
cannot receive first consideration.

liEND-A-H AND DRAMATIC CLUB 


Twelve years ago, a group of young 
women gave a performance of ‘‘As 
You Lik<> it,’’ for the benefit of the 
Boston Floating Hospital, the per- 
formance wns so successful, and the 
audience so interested, that these 
young women, sixteen in number, were 
encouraged to continue what was first 
started as an experiment, and they 
formed what is known as the “Lend- 
A-Hand Dramatic Club of Greater Bos- 
ton.” Since that time new members 
have been added each year, until now 
the Club has a membership of one 
hundred and fifteen. 

The object of the Club is to promote 
philanthropic interest in the young 
people, by engaging their services in 
dramatic work, the profits of which 
shall be devoted to charity. 

During the twelve years since its 
organization, the Club has given ten 
plays, five of them Shakespeare plays, 
and three Gilbert and Sullivan Operas. 
It has cleared from these performan- 
ces, and given away $4,644.25. These 
donations have been given to eighteen 
different charities, some of which are, 
“The Boston Floating Hospital,” 
“Blind Babies Home,” “Hale Endow- 
ment Fund,” “Hale House and Camp,” 
“Boston Normal School,” "Children’s 
Hospital,” “Grenfell Mission,” “Lend- 
A-Hand Central Office,” Smith Stu- 
dents Aid, and the Carney Hospital 
social service work. 

Besides this, the Club has added a 
small sum each year to its Permanent 
Fund, which was started a few years 
ago when a legacy of $250 was left it, 
and the Club now has the sum of $800 
in the savings bank. 

Four years ago the Club decided 
that it would be better, instead of 
working for different objects each 
year, as formerly, to concentrate its 
work upon objects of its own. Since 
that time, it has followed this policy, 
supporting its own work, and making 
gifts to the Lend-a-Hand Central Of- 
fice, and to Parker Memorial. This 
applies only to the proceeds of the 
regular entertainments of the Club. 

This year, besides the regular enter- 
tainment given to raise the money 
necessary to carry on the Club work, a 
performance of Dicken’s “Christmas 
Carol,” was given for the benefit of 
the Belgian Relief Fund, selling candy 
between the acts, the proceeds of 
which went to the Red Cross. This 
play was repeated four times for Set- 
tlements and churches. The Club 
also sent to the Belgian Relief Fund, 
over one hundred articles of clothing, 
etc. 

The Club dues cover the running ex- 
penses of the Club, the annual dues 
to the Central Office, and appeals of 
to Central Office. The Club has also, 
since Dr. Hale’s death, distributed 
flowers, each year on his birthday, 
April 3rd to the children in the Bos- 
ton Children’s Hospital. 

The regular work of this charitable 
organization is now divided into three 
branches: namely, The Emergency 
Fund: The Smith College branch of 
the Lend-a-Hand Dramatic Club; The 
Club Vacation Work. The Emergency 
Fund, is a sum of money (usually 
$100) set aside each year, on which 
any Club member may call for such 
needy cases as may come to her at- 
tention, and many and varied are thej 
cases where assistance has been 
given; some of them include milk for 
sick babies, three sets of artificial 
teeth for women, clothing and shoes 
for children so that they could attend 
school, a brace for a girl with a tu- 
bercular spine, and in one case, a din- 
gy room in which a sick girl had to 
lie for many months, was re-papered 
making her surroundings pleasanter, 
and helping to brighten her long days. 

The Fund at Smith College, is in a 
measure, an Emergency Fund also. 
The Club has a committee at North- 
ampton, of which President Burton 
is a member. This committee is on 


the lookout for girls who need a little 
assistance to help them thru the col- 
lege year. In a number of cases it has 
mnde it possible for girls to finish their 
course, who would otherwise have to 
leave college. 

The work which touches the Club 
most closely is the vacation work at 
"Journey’s End.” A few years ago 
two of the members, MIrs Ethel Free- 
man and Miss Harriet Seaver, pur 
chased an abandoned farm situated 
among the hills of western Massachu- 
setts. This farm Is in Ashfleld, and 
consists of 100 acres of beautiful roll- 
ing land, largely woodland, a very 
much tumbled down old farm house, 
an apple orchard, and two brookR. 

They have rebuilt the house so as 
to make it safe to live in, and inci- 
dentally more convenient, but still re- 
taining all of the old fnrmbouse at- 
mosphere. A large screened sleeping 
porch was ndded, a big wood shed, and 
a fine new barn in which were in- 
stalled a horse and cow. To this farm 
for one month each summer, the Lend- 
a-Hand Dramatic Club sends a few 
working girls who need rest physi- 
cally and mentally. The two hostess- 
es do everything in their power to give 
the guests a happy as well as profit- 
able two, or perhaps four weeks’ vaca- 
tion. 

There are picnics, berry-pickings, 
drives and walks or just a lazy time 
on the porch if one prefers it. The 
buttermaking is always watched with 
great interest and sometimes the 
guests enjoy picking the vegetables, 
and at the end of the day, there is the 
walk thru the woods to the bathing 
pool where, when the brook is full, 
there is enough water in which to 
swim a few strokes. 

There 'is always a short service orj 
Sunday, at which one of Dr. Hale’s 
sermons is read, and hymns are sung. 

The vacation work is on a small 
scale, compared with many of the lar- 
ger vacation camps, for only a small 
number of girls can be accommodated 
at the farm, but the Club feels that 
the home atmosphere and simple quiet 
life has satisfactory results, and cer- 
tainly the fine air and outdoor life has 
a splendid effect on the guests. 

The annual meeting of this interest- 
ing organization, was held last week 
on Thursday at the residence of Miss 
Barbara and Miss Dorothy Wellington 
on Church street, Newton. Miss Caro- 
line Freeman of Mt. Vernon street, 
West Newton, was elected president; 
Miss Grace Johnson of Brookline, vice- 
president; Miss Ethel Howland of 
Chestnut street, West Newton, treas- 
urer; Miss Dorothy Secomb of Church 
street, Newton, secretary. Miss Amy 
Beal of Brookline was appointed on 
the executive committee and Miss 
Florence Bacon of Newton, assistant 
treasurer of the Emergency Fund.

New Jersey and wished Massachusetts 
the same good fortune.

Instead, there- 
is to be a meeting in the evening in 
Temple Hall, Newtonville, for both 
men and women speakers and date to 
be announced.

Prorogation now depends upon how 
much time the Governor wishes to 
take before signing or vetoing several 
important matters which are now be- 
fore him. if he acts promptly on 
them, the Legislature will probably 
shut up shop this week, otherwise it 
will have to adjourn over the holiday. 

Newton will be interested in the de- 
feat of the Governor’s bill to retain 
the franchise corporation tax by the 
state instead of allowing its distribu- 
tion as at present to the different 
municipalities. As I pointed out a few 
weeks ago, this measure would affect 
this city about $35,000 und would add 
about 41 cents to the tax rate. 

Tlie Weston bridge bill has been 
amended to require Newton and Wes- 
ton to maintain t he bridge* after it is 
rebuilt. 

Mr. Clinton H. Scovell of Newton, 
who did some expert accounting work 
for Governor Foss has again been 
given leave to withdraw on his bill for 
compensation for that work. 

Governor Walsh’s veto of the “clean 
milk bill” calls attention to the pres- 
ent law on the matter, but fails to 
state* how some of those laws operate. 
The act of 1914 for instance prohibits 
the Milk Inspector from issuing any 
permits to milk men until the local 
board of health lias personally visited 
tin* dairy and given the fanner a clean 
bill of health on the premises. Agent 
Russell of the Newton board of health 
informs me that just one firm sending 
milk and cream into this city lias filed 
with him a list of 1200 dairies from 
whicli they receive their milk rang- 
ing ull over Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire, and, as under the law this 
firm cannot legally sell milk in this 
city without a permit, the situation is 
obviously ubsurd. The milk question 
in tills state lias been bundled in u 
most childish manner, with no consid- 
eration whatever for the consumer 
und the weakest kind of knuckling to 
the farmer and to his grange.

don on his last trip home he devoted 
to the work of the Belgium Relief 
Commission, in which, ns elsewhere, 
he left the clear imprint of efficient 
service that later, after his death, 
called forth the special commendation 
of H. C. Hoover, the American en- 
gineer in charge of the Commission. 

He was heart and soul in his work, 
with an absorption that amounted al- 
most to a passion for further knowl- 
edge nnd deeper research, hut his en- 
ergy was happily guided by a keen 
intelligence nnd tempered by a splen- 
didly balanced mind. There could be 
hut one result — and in the five short 
years of his professional activities, he 
attained an enviable place in the con- 
fidence nnd regard of his engineering 
nssocintes nnd superiors. 

The following cablegram to his par- 
ents from Edgnr Rickard, President of 
the Mining nnd Metallurgical Club, of 
London, one of the many much mes- 
sages received after the catastrophe, 
voices the feeling in professional cir- 
cles nnd reflects the sentiment that 
prevailed among the men with whom 
he had come in contact: 

Allow me to express personally 
and in behalf of all mining men here 
deep sympathy in your bereavement. 
The loss of so brilliant nnd promising 
an engineer to our profession has cast 

shadow upon us. . . .” 

Typically American, in the best 
sense of the term, in the vigor and 
enthusiasm of his life, Brodrick up- 
held in his death the proudest tradi- 
tions of American manhood. He died 
in the ranks of Christian noblemen who 
chose to give their places to women 
and children on the ill-fated “Lusi- 
tnnia” and to meet calmly and cheer- 
fully the death that awaited them 
when the ship went down. 

His friends who felt the inspiration 
of his life and work, and so mourn 
him most deeply, have found in his 
death an even greater inspiration that 
will be cherished in their hearts long 
after the memory of his short life has 
become dimmed with advancing years. 

The body arrived Monday in New 
York on the steamer New York and 
was met by Mr. Brodrick’s uncle, Mr. 
C. N. Brodrick of Waltham, and brought 
to the family home on Bowdoin street, 
Newton Highlands, where private fun- 
eral services were held on Wednesday 
afternoon. Rev. Ix>uis A. Parsons, 
rector of St. Paul’s Church officiated 
and the Apollo quartet rendered sev- 
eral selections. The interment was at 
the Newton Cemetery.

we arc sure that it is going to do us 
groat good, wo should consider it very 
carefully, nnd think also of the loss 
of time, strength nnd energy. Mrs. 
Churchill showed how votes for wo- 
men in different states had fniled to 
bring nbotit the desired results. Suf- 
fragists claim that equal franchise will 
remedy the drink evil, hut Prohibition 
existed 22 years before we had Suf- 
frage, nnd Mrs. Churchill thinks that 
it is general education that brings 
about Prohibition. The Suffragists 
also clnini that if women had the bal- 
lot it would he of great help to the 
working woman. What has it. done 
for the working man? Unions have 
done more for the working man. An- 
other clnim of the Suffragist is, that 
it will raise the wages of the working 
woman; hut it is organization, not the 
ballot, which helps the working man, 
and unions for women would do them 
more good than the ballot. 

Another claim of the Suffragist is, 
that votes for women will go far to- 
wards abolishing White Slavery, but in 
California where women have the vote 
the conditions arc so had at the pres- 
ent time that it is not safe for girls 
to go there alone eithor to the Exposi- 
tion or in search of employment. Dr. 
Walter E. Fernald, who is superin- 
tendent of the institution for feeble 
minded women at Waverley, says that 
80 per cent of the prostitutes are fee- 
ble-minded and how could votes for 
women possibly help that class, that 
are mentally deficient. Dr. Fernald 
claims that mental deficiency Is the 
most hereditary thing in the world, 
and he believes in the segregation of 
the feeble-minded. If such classes 
could be segregated for a century, 
prostitution would be practically done 
away with. 

Mrs. Churchill maintains that men 
are giving better laws in Massachu- 
setts for the protection of women and 
children, than any other state and the 
conditions are better than those in any 
of the Suffrage states. 

When the full responsibility rests on 
men they do much better, than when 
they feel that the women are doing 
for themselves. 

The Anti-Suffragists feel that the 
exceptional woman should do civic 
work, and the State is not suffering 
because the great majority of women 
do not vote. The great major- 
ity of women do not go to college, and 
yet the State does not suffer. 

Women should do the work they are 
fitted for, unless as Dr. Sargent says, 
we turn the clock back 100 years. 

Mrs. Churchill strongly advocates 
that it is the duty of every woman to 
use her influence on all the men with 
whom she may come in contact, hus- 
band, brothers and friends, to vote 
against Suffrage. 

Mrs. Cuhrchill spoke very fairly 
and her remarks were free from any 
unkind criticisms or antagonism to 
the cause of Suffrage, Her arguments 
were logical, and convincing, and 
based on careful reasoning, and her 
hearers were greatly impressed by the 
interesting discourse. 

Following the meeting the guests re- 
paired to the dining-room where deli- 
cious fruit punch and refreshments 
were served. The decorations were 
especially attractive, and on the table 
s a beautiful centre-piece of white 
and purple iris in effective combina 
tion. 

Mrs. Weeks was a most charming 
hostess, and the delightful social af- 
fair was a decided success. 

The guests included many from Bos- 
ton and Brookline as well as the New 
tons. 


SENATOR WEEKS A POWER 

The Washington correspondent of 
the Boston Transcript in commenting 
on Republican politics has the fol- 
lowing to say about Senator Weeks of 
this city, — 

Not only will efforts to create fric- 
tion among workers of the Republican 
party fail, but the interchange of 
views which is now going on will lead 
to a scheme of general co-operation 
that will strengthen all branches of the 
Republican organization. In fact, the 
regular committees are just mapping 
out much of their work and are pre- 
paring a plan of campaign that will 
make use of all the agencies now in the 
field. Senator Weeks has_ been in 
Washington partly for the purpose of 
co-ordinating these various enter- 
prises for the general welfare of the 
party and his work has been meeting 
with success. As in the Senate, Weeks 
is a general centre of appeal and ad- 
vice and during his brief stay here he 
had conferences with all the leading 
men of the various political organiza- 
tions.

Leave to withdraw was granted on 
license petitions of Estate Thomas 
Boudrot. for pool licenses, Thomas F. 
Green for pool licenses Joseph Dona- 
hue for wagon license, and on petitions 
for sewer In Boylston street, and for 
the laying out of Harrington street 
and Algonquin t-oad. An ordinance 
prohibiting the standing of vehicles in 
Nonantum square between 7 A. M. and 
7 P. M. for more than 16 minutes was 
passed after Alderman Bartlett had 
explained the need for the same. Al- 
derman Bartlett explained the order 
authorizing payment of $62.33 for sal- 
ary of former city solicitor W. S. Slo- 
cum, saying that this amount was due 
the estate for the last 13 days of Mr. 
Slocum’s life at the rate of half pay 
authorized by the ordinances. $27.60 
was also authorized to be paid for cer- 
tain expenses incurred for the Law 
Department during Mr. Slocum’s life. 

Aldermnn Pratt stated that bids had 
been received for the heating and ven- 
tilating of the Claflin school house in 
Newtonville and $11,659 was appropri- 
ated therefor. 

An order authorizing sale for $150 
of land on Tamworth rond, Waban tak- 
en under tax title was unanimously re- 
fused passage on report of the Finance 
committee that the former owners had 
redeemed their rights to the property 
and after Aldermen Bartlett and Mur- 
phy had called attention to the fact 
that the price fixed was about one 
sixth of the assessed value of the land. 

An order recommended by the Pub- 
lic Work committee for $400 for clean- 
ing Laundry brook and which the Fi- 
nance committee had disapproved 
was recommitted to the Finance com- 
mittee for further consideration. 

Alderman Rice opposed an order for 
$300 for plans for a city garage Jbe- 
cause he believed that the Buildings 
Commissioner ought to prepare such 
plans without additional expense to 
the city. Alderman Cabot thought 
this would interfere with his regular 
work and Alderman Murphy suggest- 
ed that if the Commissioner drew plans 
like these he might be called upon to 
draw plans for school houses nB well. 
Alderman Rice said that the amount 
was rather large as but 3 per cent 
was usually allowed on the cost, which 
in this case was estimated at about 
$5000. The order was then passed 
with Mr. Rice voting alone in the neg- 
ative. 

Orders granting the Boston Elevated 
Railway Co. and the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton Company track locations across 
the north roadway of Commonwealth 
avenue at Lake street were taken from 
the table and new drafts submitted by 
the City Solicitor were adopted after 
Alderman Rice and the City Solicitor 
had explained that the differences be- 
tween the committee and the Elevated 
Co. in regard to restricting the land 
so that car barns nor repair shops 
would be erected, had been arranged 
by having such restrictions included 
in the deed to the land rather than 
made a part of the order granting the 
track location. 

The board adjourned at 9.19.
